Biological surveys of several lakes 
in Haliburton County have been 
completed during the past two 
weeks. This work will continue av 
intervals throughout the summer 
and early Fall when most lakes 
undergo criitcal conditions due to 
warm weather and low water levels, 
This is disclosed by District For- 
ester A, B, Wheatley today. 

“Some surveys are of & prelimin- 
ary ature only, such ~ as tnose 
which determine the advisability of 
transferring bass from an oycr- 
crowded area to more suitable ha- 
bitat,” be explains, adding “More 
complete surveys are required as 
the~result of lish applications to 
determine the suitability of a lake 
for various species of fish. Such 
surveys include mapping of we 
Jake in question showing depths, 
type of shore-line, spawning aczas, 
weed beds, rocks, shoals, inlets, 1¢- 
lets, etc. Data on water tempera- 
tures and oxygen content of the 
Water at various depths are required, 
A test is made to determine tho 
acidity or alkalinity of the water, 
The transparency or visibility of 
the water is measured in feet with 
the aid of a secchi disk, Type of 
bottom is observed, fish populations 
are studied and the available fond 
supply noted.”

South Pole? 


Toronto, July 31—Think about the 
North Pole. 

That's the advice of Toronto Med- 
{cal Health Officer Doctor Gordon 
Jackson for Southern Ontario Res!- 
dents sweltering in the summer’s 
worst heat wave. It was 90 in the 
shade in Toronto yesterday with an 
unofficial high of 115 in the sun. 

Doctor Jackson says think about 
cooling things such as the North 
Pole or Penguins. He says, “Keep 
your mind occupied and you won't 
notice the heat so much at all.” 


Atomic Plane 
And Submarine 
Nearer Reality 


The American Atomic Energy 
Commission says it has an atom- 
propelled airplane . - .on paper- 

Theoretically feasible, says 
Commission. But in its 10th semi- 
annual report to U-S Congress and 
a briefing session for newsmen, the 
Commission says the development 
of an atom-powered submarine is 
even more advanced. According to 
Dr. Lawrence Hafstad, head of the 
Commission’s Reactor Division, one 
atomic sub engine is well under 
construction. And the U-S navy is 
pbuilding a 30 million dolar hull for 
the atom sub. 

When will it be put to the actual 
test? The best guess is about two 
years from now. 

Atomic engines would mean that 
planes and submarines could go 
many times around the world with- 
out refueling.

That artist picture in your July 
issue (“The Golden Egg”) with the 
terse footnote: No Longer A Fairy 
Tale, tempts me to offer a comment- 
ing thought or two.’ 3 

One of your daily contemporaries 
points out editorially, in this same 
connection that “During recent 
months. Canada has imported two 
million dozen eggs”; and that “Can- 
adian egg production is running at 
about 2,520,00 dozen a veek; while 
normal needs call for 2,750,000 cases 
each week.” 

Of course, the fact that no Cana- 
dian eggs are being exported to Bri- 
tain this year has a place in this 
poultry scene; but, surprisingly en- 
ough, it has not apparently been 
able to ‘cushion’ or obscure what 
one of the observers in the field de- 
scribes as “the flight from the hen- 
house”? : 

What this city reader finds dif- 
ficult to understand in this trend is 
just why rural Canadians should be 
pulling away from this apparently 
profitable business of “The Golden 
Egg”? In all conscience, we—the 
final consumer—pay what appears to 
be a generous price for this basic 
farm product. Could it be, I won- 
der, that not a large enough slice 
of our urban ‘egg dollar’ gets back 
to the primary producer? In one 
of the official publications (CAN- 


“)ADA—1951) reference is made to 


the fact that poultry flocks have de- 
clined to the lowest point since 1942; 
also that “the high cost of feed, 
without a commensurate increase in 
egg prices, was the reason given by 
many producers for reducing their 
flocks.” 

Be that as it may, when I hunt- 
ed up the egg-production figures 
for the past few years I confess they 
tell a disappointing story. Here they 
are (in thousands of dozens) with 
the 1951 productivity rate based on 
the estimate in the above editorial: 
1947, 373,696; 1948, 356,166; 1949, 
314,488; 1950, 298,000; 1951, 135,000. 
(Frankly, I can’t accept this final 
figure. It doesn’t make sense; but 
T've seen a dozen editorial references 
to it?)

A man well known in this dls- 

trict, and prominent in the medical 
profession, Dr. Cecil Clinton Bir- 
chard, MD., MR.CP{L), FRCP. 
(CA), PFACP., died Monday in 
the Toronto General Hospital, after 
only 48 hours illness. 
Dr, Birchard was born in Valentia, 
the son of the late Thomas Clark 
Birchard, and Susan Laura Bir- 
chard. Later the family moved to 
Coboconk, where Mr. Birchard yas 
the public school teacher, and where 
Dr. Birchard received his primary 
education. Graduating from the 
Lindsay Collegiate Institute. D-~ 
Birchard took his medical deg-ee 
from the University of Toroosito, 
interning at the Montreal General 
Hospital. 

Dr. Birchard took a special in- 
terest in diseases of the heart, and 
following graduation, appointments 
came in rapid succession. He was 
the first president of the Canadian 
Heart Association, and was respyn- 
sible for the installation of the first 
electro-cardiagraph machine in 
Montreal at the Montreal General 
Hospital. 

In addition to his other achieye- 
ments, Dr. Birchard made rapid 
advances in the academic world 
becoming associate professor of 
medicine at McGill University. He 
was also well known as a mathema- 
tician, and for his knowledge of 
astronomy. In his work at the 
Montreal General Hospital, Dr. 
Birchara’s administrative ability 


advancement was rapid until he 
became chairman of the Medical

TOC OLD AT 45? 

Man’s life span has been steadily lengthened in 
recent years by the efforts of men of science.

Williamson, 
seemed to realize that in specifying an age limit, council- 
Jors were really putting a time limit on their own years 
of usefulness. If a man must be under 45 years of age 
to operate a purely mechanical sewage disposal plant, 
would it not follow that the men who manage the 
town’s affairs should be even more youthful?

THE WATER GOES DOWN AND THE ALGAE 
(IF IT IS ALGAE) RETURNS 

The water level of Sturgeon Lake has been dropping 
back steadily for the past week and on Sunday the reap- 
pearance of algae (if it is algae) was noted for the first 
time in sever2] weeks. As a matter of fact none of the 
greenish substance has been seen in the Kennedy Bay 
area since the level of the lake was pushed up after it put 
in an appearance earlier In the summer. jl 

It will be recalled that the Ontario Dept. of Health 
recommended in its report on the algae formation in 
Sturgeon Lake, that the substance be “raked” from the 
water. This in itself was the greatest boner the depart- 
ment pulled in reporting its analysis of the condition 
in this lake because anyone knows who has seen the 
formation that it couldn’t be “raked” out of the water 
with a fine tooth comb. It is virtually a powder, green- 
ish in colour, which floats on the surface of the lake un- 
Jess disturbed when it will disintegrate and impregnate 
the water, rising again to the surface later on as It ceas- 
es to be agitated. Talking into consideration this par- 
ticular point, it appears extremely doubtful that the 
Ontario Dept. of Health ever made a study of the green- 
ish formation in Sturgeon Lake the Post refers to, Tf it 
had, it would not be so foolish as to suggest that the 
substance be “raked” from the water. 

The greenish substance to which the Post has ref- 
erence Is being analyzed privately at the moment and 
something may be learned which will be of a more factu- 
al nature than the “eyewash” handed out by the Provin- 
cial authorities,

PLANNED SCARCITY 

Having planned the Canadian people out of beef 
into horsemeat, and out of butter into margarine, 
Agriculture Minister Gardiner has now managed to 
plan them out of eggs. Dispatches from Ottawa say 
that Canada is now, for the first time in her history, 
importing thousands of cases of eggs from abroad. 
Over two million dozen have come to this country from 
the United States and Holland during the last few 
months. More are to follow. 

The mathematics of the situation are simple en- 
ough. Canadians are now consuming eggs at the rate 
of 2.7 million dozen a week. But they are only pro- 
ducing them at the rate of 2.2 million dozen a week. 
Hence, the necessity for imports. But is it really a 
necessity? Shouldn’t this, of all countries be Self- 
sufficient in the matter of eggs? 


Is it a matter of record that during the war, Can- 
ada came close to doubling her prewar egg production. 
We not only satisfied a much greater demand at 
home—eggs were never rationed—but also sent huge 
shipments to Britain, totalling in all more than 250 
million dozen. Now, the situation is precisely re- 
versed. Instead of Canadian eggs going to Burope, 
Wuropean eggs come to Canada, 

What caused it? Egg production, stimulated by 
British contracts, remained high in Canada after the 
war. But in December, 1949, the British contracts 
came to an end. What happened after that is all too 
typical. Mr, Gardiner might have encouraged egg pro- 
ducers to seek new outlets elsewhere. Or he might 
have helped them to go back into the British market 
with long-term credits. Or banking on the increase 
in population and the general prosperity, he might have 
let the situation adjust itself on what was then, and 
still is, a buoyant domestic market. , 

Instead, he introduced a 38-cent support price which 
prevented any of these courses from being followed. 
Producers themselves went along with this policy of 
fear by cutting their flocks, or going out of the business 
altogether. The result is that we now have a shortage 
of eggs, evinced both by sky-high prices and foreign 
imports; a shortage made the more dismal by the fact 
that it is not the consequence of drought or disease, 
but of “planning.” 

But there is something deeper. Why do ‘Can- 
adian farmers go along with these policies—which 
they must know in their hearts to be wrong—of planned 
scarcity? The reason is not far to seek. All around 
them, they see their fellow-Canadians demanding and 
getting more for less; more money for less work, more 
leisure for less production. Why should they alone be 
the beasts of burden? Why should they alone do their 
utmost? So they climb on the 40 hour bandwagon— 
and Mr. Gardiner, far from discouraging them, gives 
them a hoist up. 

Therd was a time in this country when Ministers of 
Agriculture saw it as their task to encourage production. 
Abundance, to them , was a sign of success, and scarcity 
a sign. of failure. That time, it would seem, is past. 
Mr. Gardiner works on the opposite principle, and 
sweeps to dizzy heights by depriving the Canadian people 
of their essential foods—and the Canadian farmers of 
their essential markets. 


PLANNING AND PERFORMANCE 

. When it comes to bad guessing, Finance Minister 
Abbott has something of a rival in President Truman. 
Mr. Truman estimated that for the fiscal year 1950-51 
(which closed June 30) he would have a deficit of $5.1 
billion. In faet, he ended the year with a surplus of 3.3 
billion. His mistake was thus one of $8.4 billion, which 
is as much as the Roosevelt Administration spent for all 
purposes in the fiscal year 1938-39. 

Mr. Truman has guessed badly all along. Since 
1947, he has misjudged his surpluses and deficits to the 
tune of $25.5 billion. Mr. Abbott's total, in the same 
period, comes to $1.6 billion—all of it surpluses. It 
might appear from this that Mr, Abbott is a piker, com- 
pared with Mr. Truman, But when allowance is made 
for the fact that the U.S. Budget is thirteen times the 
Canadian one, and for the greater degree of inflation 
in the United States, it will be found that Mr. Abbott is 
only a little way behind Mr. Truman; and at the rate he 
is going, should soon surge ahead. 

But whether he does or he doesn’t, the irony of it re- 
mains. It has been well expressed by Mr. Henry Haz- 
litt, the U.S. economist, who remarks that a Government 
which presumes to plan and forecast for everybody, 
cannot even estimate with reasonable accuracy what its

Riveter’s Rythm 


{A British United Press Feature) 
The sound of a factory in full 
production is music to the ears of 
the boss. But it may be just so 
much wearlsame riveting, whirring 
and press-punching to the employee. 
This simple paradox is behind a 
fast-growing movement to bring 
music for all concerned into the 
factories, offices ahd work yards. 

The American music conference 
says the defense production pro- 
gram is getting into swing, liter- 
ally, as well as into hill billy, sym- 
phonic and coral music, 

The conference cites a recent ad 
in a midwestern paper which read: 
“wanted"--A shipyard welder who 
plays trombone.” Other jobs are 
open in various places to glass-blow- 
ers who can also blow a hot coronet 
and riviters who can beat out a 
syncopated rythm on the snare 
drums. 

The demand for production work 
ers who can double in brass, wood 
instruments or strings hit its high- 
est note during world war two when 
factories found it wise to enter- 
tain their workers in order to keep 


‘them. Many of the machine-shop 


melodies did not linger on when the 
manpower shortage was over. But 
the conference says industry now is 
striking the band once more to im- 
prove production and. morale. _ 

Some company orchestras seren- 
ade the workers all day. Others 
give concerts only at noon-time 
All are available for company 
dances after hours. 

Another reason the plant music- 
making is more common during 
emergencies than between wars is 
that a number of professional mus- 
iclans take full or part time defense 
jobs on the side. , 

In most cases, the companies 
furnish instruments, sheet music 
and rehearsal halls and sometimes 
hire professionals to organize and 
lead the bands. Here are some out- 
standing examples of the assembly 
line ensembles:

Eager Beaver Taxers 


The staff of the Department of 
Finance in Ottawa appear to be 
just a little over eager beaverish. 
They are eager to get every ‘ast 
penny in taxes, judging from the 
new table of Income Tax Deduc- 
tions at Source, but are not So eager 
to pay. interest on overpayments. 

Deductions provided by the table 
which came into effect on July Ist 
have been increased to 100 percsnt 
of the tax and are, of course, some 
25 percent higher than those in the 
previous table as was announced by 
the Minister of Finance last spring. 

The catch is that mostly every~ 
one these days makes charitable 
donations or has medical expenses 
high enough to reduce taxable in- 
come, 

As a result most tax payers vill 
have too much taxes deducted from 
their pay. Inevitably a tremendous 
number of tax refund cheques will 


have to be sent out eventually and 
in all likelihood many more civil 
servants will have to be hired to 
look after the job. 

There was not much wrong with 
the old system whereby 95 pervent 
of the tax was deducted at the 
source. This meant that for 
great many people at the end of 
the fiscal’ year taxes due and taxes 
paid evened out because of chari- 
table donations, medical expenses 


and other deductable items. 

We feel that many Canadian, 
realizing that their money over- 
paid in tax deductions does not 
bear interest, are resentful of the 
eager beaver attitude of the De- 
partment of Finance. Mr. Abbott 
might well reconsider his depart- 
ment’s policy on payroll tax deduc- 
tions and revert to the former, mors 
equitable system.

In one small section of the store 
is located the Country Post Office, 
where mail can be as effectively 
‘and safely posted and registered as 
in any of the most imposing and 
magnificent structures which serve 
this purpose in our large cities.

Potted Plants, 
Cut Flowers 
Offered Here 


Potted plants and cut flowers 
appeared to be the features of the 
Lindsay Market last week, although 
fresh garden vegetables were in an 
abundant supply. Potted plants 
sold for prices ranging from 25c 
each to $1 for the African violet. 
Cut flowers were offered, made up 
of several varieties, at prices from 
25c for cosmos to 50c for an assort- 
ment. 

Green peas were in an abundant 
supply at prices of 40c, 50c and 
even 60c per six-quart basket. 
Green beans sold at 35c per bas- 
ket. New potatoes were sold at 40c 
and 45¢ per six-quart basket. 
There was a good supply of rasp- 
berries offereg at 35c and 49¢ per 
quart box. Black raspberries were 
offered at 30¢ per quart. Carrots 
and beets sold at 5c per bunch. 
Spinach brought 25c per six-quart 
basket. ; 

Eggs sold at 60c, 65¢ and 70¢ for 
small, medium and large. Extra 
large were sold at Toc.

In the | 
course of the treatment of 144 such 
cases, several commented on the 
dryness of their hands and the Dep- 
artment of Dermatology (skin dis- 
eases) was thus prompted to treat 
excessive perspiration (hyperdrosis) 
with banthine as the usual methods.

Four women between the ages of | 
27 and 30 were treated for excessive 
sweating of hands, feet and armpits 
with very satisfactory results. The | 
dose was from 50 to 75 mgm. every 
4 hours; occasionally, under special 
stresses, 100 mgm. was given and 
the patient soon learned to regulate 
the dosage according to necessity. 
The only side effects were dilatation 


of the pupil, dryness of mouth and | 


tendency to constipation. Bathine is 
now routine treatment of hyper- 
drosis. 

Bathine is taken by mouth in 
small tablets; it prevents excessive | 
perspiration. 

I am repeating the above infor- 
mation because there appears to 
be an increase need for such a drug 
in these days of tenseness and 
anxiety. 

Noise Can Cause Ear Damage 

A few years ago a brilliant pro- 
fessor of medicine was summoned 
to court because, after enduring the 
noise of a pneumatic hammer near 
his home for several months, he 
took an ax and cut the air tube, 

While this amused some readers, 
there were many who sympathized 
with this physician, knowing what 
he had endured from this nolse for 
this long time. 

While most of us realize the trri- 
tation to the mind and inability to 
read or think caused by nearby 
noise, that nolse actually damages 
“the ear and causes hardness of 
hearing is pointed out by Dr, Ray- 
mond Carhart, Northwestern Uni- 
versity School of Speech and De- 
partment of Otolaryngology, in 
Archives of Industrial Hygiene and 
Occupational Medicine, 

In Industrial Medicine, published 
by the Health League of Canada, 
further information by Dr. Cath- 
cart recently appeared, “Hearing 
impairment due to excessive sound 
known as acoustic trauma (injury) 
damages the ears without doing 
other harm to the body,” This da- 
mage can be caused by a number of 
things: continuous noise, steady 
nolse at a high pitch or intensity, 
sound of percussive and explosive 
varieties and pulsating noises es- 
pecially when unexpected and tr- 
regular. The pneumatic hammer is | 
a good example of a- dangerously 
strong percussion sound, 

Dr. Carhart’s suggestions for 
controlling noise and protecting the 
ears of industry can be effected if 
management and labor work to- 
gether, 

1. Noises should be controlled with 
sound absorbing materials, muting 
apparatus or machines, or replao- 
ing them with new noiseless ma- 
chines. Tf excessive noise can't be 
prevented, workers should be re- 
quired to wear ear protectors, 

2, A program of testing hearing ab

MUSOLE SPASM HEADACHES 
A middle-aged woman had a 
pain at back of her neok, and as 
it felt more painful at the leve) of 
the ear, she consulted an ear-and- 
throat specialist. As he could find 
nothing wrong in the ear, he sug- 
gested that she was holding her 
head too rigid because of emotion- 
al disturbances, She then consulted 
an x-ray specialist who, after tak- 


ing films and finding nothing 
Wrong, stiggested nerves as the 
cause. 

She then’ consulted a general 


physician ang he, after examina- 
tion and finding no cause, and also 
knowing the patient and her back- 
ground, likewise believed the head 
and neck ache to be caused by the 
nerves as he knew she brooded 
about various things. 

What about an ache at back of 
head and neck; could it be caused 
by the emotions as suggested by 
these physicians? 

In Archives of Otolaryngology 
(ear ang throat) Dr, Ralph W. 
Stevens (Walla Walla, Wash.,) 
states that the commonest type of 
chronic headache encountered in 
nose and throat practice arises 
from sustained contraction (hold- 
ing head in one position for a long 
time) of the muscles of the head 
and neck. Holding the head in one 
position causes the development of 
hard nodules (lumps) causing 
spasm in the muscles back of neck, 

Symptoms arising from these 
nodules or lumps cause one-sided 
headache in the front and side of 
forehead, sensation of heaviness in 
the back upper teeth (molars or 
grinders), deep pain in the eye or 
just above the eye, nausea and yo- 
miting, The pain is usually steady, 
does not pulsate but does not in- 
terfere with sleep. The onset is 
usually in the mornings and usually 
lasts for a few days, but may last 
for years. 

Emotional tension 
monest cause of 
headache. 

What about treatment of this 
type of headache? Dr. Steyens 
states that physical therapy (heat, 
electricity, massage) is the best 
treatment as it helps the circula- 
tion of the blood in these back of 
neck muscles and, so prevents or 
helps to break up these hardened 
muscle fibers causing the spasm. 

While procaine injections usually 
Give immediate relief as they do 
in other conditions of strain or

States that procaine injections are 
not without danger and should be 
used only in early, very painful

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Ontario Crop Acreages 

Ontario farmers in 1961 are grow- 
ing more feed for their livestock, 
and at the same time are growlag 
increased aoreages of such crops 
as soybeans, flax husking corn and 
buckwheat. On the other hand they 
have reduced their output of po- 
tatoes, rye, spring wheat, corn for 
fodder, dry peas and beans, and 
field roots, This was revealed by 
the June survey of Crops and Live~ 
stock, the compilation of which 
has just been completed by the 
Statistics Branch of the Ontarlo 
Department of Agriculture. 

With hay and, pasture crops ac- 
counting for about half of the oul- 
tivated acreage of the Province, 
they might well be considered our 
most important crops, and tho 
acreage of these crops totalling 
some 6,850,000 acres is substantially 
higher than in 1950, The area of 
hay and clover is up 12 percent, 
alfalfa 3 percent and seeded pas- 
ture 5 percent. This is partially a 
reflection of the good catch of new 
seedings last year, but also’ shows 
the broad interest in growing more 
@f{ these crops to provide some of 
the chéapest and best feed for live- 
stook. 

In line with this interest in grow- 
ing feed at home is the furt.ser 
substantial increase in the prodica- 
tion of mixed grains and corn for 
husking, Mixed grain acreage has 
been on the up-grade for several 
years and at 1,230,800 acres it has 
established a new record for the 
Province which is 7.6 percent higa- 
er than last year, At the same time 
oats, the other staple feed grain, 
maintained their important place 
in feed production. With 2,120,009 
acres devoted to oats this year they 
are virtually unchanged from the 
high level of recent years, The 264 - 
900 acres of husking corn being 
grown this year means this crop 
continued the upward trend of -e- 
cent years, This figure is 31s % 
higher than 1950 and is the largest 
since 1923. However, acreage of 
fodder corn is down 13 percent, un- 
doubtedly reflecting the extent to 
which grass is replacing corn for 
making silage. 

From the standpoint of cash crops, 
the notable increases occurred in 
Soybeans and flax, reflecting the 
Strong demand for both of these 
crops, Soybean production nas 
been climbing rapidly for several 
years. The 1951 figure of 176,000 
acres is 24 percent above that for 
1950 and is three times the area 
seeded to this crcop five years ago. 
While flax is a minor crop in the 
Province, it accounts for 52,000 acres 
this year, an increase of 62 Percent 
over a year ago. Buckwheat pro- 
duction at 76,600 acres is up about 
30 percent from 1960, but this is still 
less than half the average pro- 
duction in pre-war years, 

The area devoted to fall wheat 
and barley shows little change from 
last year, However spring wheat and 
rye, accounting for 45,600 and 75,960 
acres respectively, both showed a 
decrease of about 17 percent, Dry 
peas and beans are both being 
Srown on substantially smatie: 
acreages as well, no doubt reflecting, 
the market situation for these crops 

Potato xcreage recorded what may 
be the most important drop among 
the cash crops. Low prices last year 
and labour shortages for handiiny 
the crop combined to reduce ()= 
area seeded to 80,000 acres, nearly 
30 percent less than last year and 
the smallest acreage of that crop in 
more than 60 years. At the me 
time production of turnips and 
mangolds continued to decline as 
most farmers cannot spare the Ja- 
bour necessary to grow these crops 
for feed.

Water-Core Or Brown Heart

Dies, Topples From 
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Feared Lost, Local Policeman 
Finds Himself After Spending 
Night Sheltering Under Boat 


The Mounties are renowned tor | 
always being able to get their man, 
In fact most police departments are 
just as capable at finding wanted 
or lost: perrsons. However, it is not 
very often that a policeman hi.n- 
self gets lost but the early morning 
hours of Saturday saw members of 
the Lindsay Police Department in- 
stituting a search for one of their 
number who was feared lost in the 
wilderness of Tyres’ Mountain. Con- 
stable Johnny Hunter was unear*h- 
ed after an absence of nearly 12 
hours along with two friends who 
had spent a stormy night under a 
boat. 

At midnight Friday, Constadie 
Hunter was scheduled to take over 
the 12 to 8 stint at the Lindsay Po- 
lice Station, Chief Webster recalls 
that Constable Hunter was consot- 
cuous for his absence when it came 
his turn to preserve law and order 
He further notes that some anxiety 
was felt as Constable Hunter, tf 
unable to attend, never fails to 
make some explanation prior to his 
taking of leave, Further anxiety was 
felt when Constable Hunter failed 
to appear even at 3 a.m., 4am, or 
even by daylight. A local hunt for 
Hunter was begun but this failed to 
reveal anything of the constabl<'s, 
whereabouts. 

Then, says the Chief, it suddenly 
occurred to him that Constable 
Hunter had requested the use of 
the Chief's rod and reel, for the 
day, to investigate the fishing pos- 
sibilities on Tyes’ Mountain. That, 
says the Chief, clinched it. Hunter 
had to be found. 

A call was made at the home of 
Roy Taverner, on Roosevelt Street. 
There was no-one home and as 
Constable Hunter had mentiond 
that the Taverners were accom- 
panying him on the trip, a search 
party, made up of Chief Webster, 
Constable Eberts, Mrs. John H «2- 
ter and Joe Hunter, brother of the 
lost officer, proceeded to Tyes’ 
Mountain. Mrs. Hunter had ben 
visiting friends in Oshawa and was 
of course, quite alarmed at Jonn’s 
absence. The plan in the minds of 
the search party was ‘to go to tne 
Mountain, north of Nogie’s Creek 
and if possible locate Constable 
Hunter’s car, If the car were at 
the landing and empty, a large 
search party was to be organized. 

However it was not necessary 19 
go to the Mountain as the anxious 
party from Lindsay encountered the 
hunted Hunter in the village of 
Bobcaygeon. When accosted, Con- 
stable Hunter's first remark was a 
nonchalant “Hello” as though get- 
ting lost was an every day occur- 
rence. = 

The story as revealed later by 
Constable Hunter was that the 
party, made up of himself and Mr. 
and Mrs. Taverner, had actually 
been lost all Friday night. The oarty 
had only intended to investigate 
the fishing possibilities of the lake 
prior to Constable Hunter's annual 
leave which begins today. When 
they arrived, they found that the 
investigation proved profitable and 
one fish led to another. Soon, what 
atarted out to be a few preliminary 
casts, wound up in a ‘fishing trip 
on the lake. Dusk came and with it 
an impending storm. The party 
could not find the way back to the 
landing and made shore where they 
turned the boat over to protect them 
from the elements and there amvist 
a host of mosquitoes, which had 
no trouble finding them, they spent

Heartening News 
For Housewives.. 


According to the New York Times. 
Service, there ts a fair chance of 
cheaper beef and other meat cuts in 
the not-too-distant future, In 
an article released this morning 
covering a survey of U.S, beef 
herds, the service reports that the 
number of beef cattle on the coun- 
try’s ranges and farms '— steaks, 
chops, loins and ribs in the process 
of production—is building up more 
repidly than ever to a new peak. 

Next Jan. 1, according to statis- 
tical analysis prepared by Dr. Jul- 
jus Hirsch and Mrs, Edith Hirsch, 
consulting economists and members 
of the faculty of the New School for 
Social Research, the country's beef 
cattle herds may total 65,400,000 
head. This would be 5,800,000 more 
than on last Jan. 1, and 7,600,000 
more than at the wartime peak of 
1945: 

Dairy cattle, a source of calf 
meat and processed meats but not 
significant as a source of beef, are 
excluded from this figure. With 
this rise in beef cattle, all cattle 
would increase from the 20,000,000 
level of 1950 and the 84,200,000 
level of 1951 to between 90,000,000 
and 91,0000,000, the Hirschs esti- 
mate. — 

Beef cattle are not immediately 
retail beef. The rate of marketing 
the live animals and the time need- 
ed for finishing and slaughtering 
and distributing vary. But the steer 
on the range is ultimately the suc- 
culent steak on the plate. 

What the Statistics of wr. and 
Mrs. Hirsch indicate is just what 
the housewife suspects—more and 
cheaper beef is coming. Whis is 
reinforced by analysis of al! ani- 
mal numbers. They have heen, in- 
creasing steadily and are now at 
a record. 

The 1951 pig crop, which will 
come to market from the middle 
of September on, is the second 
highest in history, exceeded only 
in 1943, when pork ovroduction 
proyed too large eyen for tne in- 
creased wartime demand, the econ- 
omists note. 

The U.S, Department of Asricul- 
ture estimates from farmers inten- 
1951, 5 per cent greater than the 
1950 crop. Pork production, 5 to 
10 per cent larger than last year, 
is expected to continue until next 
March. Chickens and poultry, too, 
are at recorg levels. 

All this means that more and 
cheaper meats are coming the 
housewife’s way after a year in 
which meat prices and supplies 
have been goading her pocketbook 
nerye. It means the neighborhood 
buicher shop will be brightened 
with fuller refrigerated cases and 
coolers, the cuts on display and in 
stock bearing pacia attractive price 
tags. 

But the picture for beef alone is 
far less rosy than the figures 
would paint them. There will be 
More beef. But there will be more 
beef eaters with an increase in 
disposable income — what is left 
after paying taxes—if it rises to 
the $238,000,000,000 level indicated 
by the planning in government and 
business.

Weed of the week 
WILD CARROT 


Wild. carrot, usually referred to 
as Queen Anne's Lace, is one of the 
most common biennial weeds in 
South Ontario. Indeed, K. 5S. Mur- 
phy, podiiatte for the Crops Branch 
of the Ontario Department of Agr- 
iculture, says that they are easily 
recognized by their much-divided 
leaves which resemble_those of the 
cultivated carrot. 9 B 

Wild Carrot, has a deeo, ‘strong 

tap root and a bristly stem. The 
leaves, as mentioned above, are 
much divided, while the clusters of 
flowers are in compound umbels 
which resemble’ the bird nest cav- 
ities. Mr. Murphy states that on 
maturing seed, these flower clusters 
form into a ball, with the sed inside. 
When ripe-that, is in the fall and 
winter-these balls break off and are 
rolled along the ground by the wind, 
providing one means of dispersing. 
the seed. 

According to Mr, Murphy, this 
weed is fast becoming common 
throughout all Ontario. It is not 
uncommon to see it in Northern 
Ontario, Wild Carrot is found 
along roadsides, pastures and clo- 
ver fields, where it often shows up 
badly in second cut hay. 

He feels that spudding is one of 
the best means of control where 
there are only scattereq plants. 
However, clipping before it flowers 
will keep it from spreading further. 
Mr. Murphy suggests that badly in- 
fested fields of hay and clover 
should be plowed before the second 
cut. By clipping pastures several 
times during the season, this weed 
can be easily controlled. 

He points out that Wild Carrot is 
yery susceptible to 2-4-D and if no 
cloyers are present, 2-4-D can be 
applied at the rate of i Ib. active 
material per acre. This spraying 
should be done just before full 
bloom and again in late September, 
as spraying at this time will kill the 
smal] seedlings of Wild Carrot. 

In conclusion, Mr. Murphy feels 
that as this weed Is becoming all too 
common throughout all Ontario, one 
of the above methods of control 
should be employed to prevent fur- 
ther spread. —Ont. Dept. of Agric- 
ulture.

How many times have you wished 
you could take a nice, Jong trip ar- 
ound the world...to float down the 
canals of Vienna, to stroll through 
the tulip fields of Holland, and see 
the nightlife in Paris? 

All of us have read and heard 
about charm of old Italy, beautiful 
Swiss Alps and the soupy London 
fogs. But many of us must make 
our cruises to Europe in armchair 
dreams. 

That very thought occured to a 
successful importer in Seattle who 
has been travelling around the 
world most of his life. He talks 
about such remote places as Lisbon, 
Barcelona, Marseilles, Tunis and 
Cairo as though he were a native 
of each. And his friends always 
listen attentively, then say, “I wish 
I could go there.” 
So Sidney Anschell, the worlg trav- 
eller and romanticist, sald to Sid- 
ney Anschell, the businessman, 
“Let's bring a little of the old world 
and its tradition and romance to 
those who can’t see it first hand.” 

He organized what he calls the 
“Tnternational gift of the month 
Club.” Members don’t get to Europe. 
Europe comes to them. 

And almost anyone can afford to 
join. For only 20 dollars, you can 
take what Anschell calls a “year- 
long tour via International Parcel 
Post.” 

Already, there are 40-thousand 
members in the International Gift 
Club. And Anschell has thousands 
of letters from members who say 
his unique tour satisfies their world 
travel dreams to some extent. They 
see the world through Anschell’s 
eyes. Each month, members re- 
ceive a gift from a different for- 
eign country. And with it a little 
descriptive essay spiced with ro- | 
mance, history and phrases from the 
native tongue. 

Anschell does all the travelling, 
of course. He goes to the market 
places and bazaars all over the 
world looking for gifts. He avoids 
the standarg tourist items and looks 
for a product that represents the 
tradition, culture and artistry of 
each country. 

Each month, his members back 
home receive a gift in the mail from 
Amsterdam or Olso or some other 
European city. In the last six 
months, club members have received 
a florentine leather wallet from 
Italy, silver coffee spoons from Swe- 


den, pottery from Holland, em- 
broidered handkerchiefs from Swit- 
zerland, a crystal necklace from 
Czechoslovakia, and a hand-painted 
sugar and creamer from England. 

This month, some members rec- 
eived a “Milano Bombontera” from 
Italy -and a silver bonbon dish with 
centuries of tradition. 

The gifts are bought, packaged 
and mailed in the town that manu- 
factures them. Even the wrapping 
paper is popular. Its full of foreign 
postage stamps. 

Says Anschell: We don’t put one 
big denomination stamp on pack 
age...we paste on a whole bunch of 
little ones for the stamp collectors. 
They love it.” 

Of course Anschell is haying the 
time of his life. But he has troubles 
too. He has to dash back to Eng- 
land next month because the fact- 
ory that makes one of the gifts at 
Stoke-on-Trent burned down. 

The gift tour usually begins in 
France and the first month’s gift 
naturally is some perfume from 
Paris. Because he has eliminated 
all middle men, buys in large quant- 
ities and enjoys a favourable ex- 
change rate for his United States 
dollars, Anschell says he is able to 
provide tremendous values. 

Sometimes be buys out the en- 
tire production of a little European 
factory. That, he says, makes every- 
body happy---“The workers, the 
club members back home--and me.” 

The 58-year-old gift club organ- 
izer himself a “one-man marshall 
plan.” And he readily admits, he 
probably is more popular than-or- 
iginal, both in Europe and in the 
United States. He is dumping dol- 
lars by the thousands every month 
in 16 European countries. He says 
his dollars are going where they do 
the most good--directly to the small 
manufacturer and his workmen.

Still Waiting 


The Korean battlefront is like a 
powder keg . . . in danger of tex- 
ploding at any time. 

United Nations forces distrusted 
the buildup of Communist forces in 
the stalemate since the truce talks 
began, and the infantrymen and 
the artillery went looking for the 
Reds today. \ . 

‘The heavy guns have zeroed in on 
the east central front north of 
Yanggu with hundreds of rounds 
of artillery fire killing an estimated 
200 Reds. 

But, the Communist artillery was 
almost silent—most of its shells 
fone when 10 ammunition trucks 
were destroyed in the area. Taking 
advantage of the Communist handi- 
cap, an allied patrol in force collid- 
ed with 150 to 200 Reds in the same 
sector. 

But the Communists laid down o 
heayy curtain of rifle, machine gun 
and mortar fire and at last report, 
the fight was continuing. 

Another Allied infantry force— 
This one near the old “iron tri- 
angle’—pushed through a barrage 
of mortar fire and captured high 
ground. 

General Matthew Ridgway’s lat- 
est message to the Communists says 
that the U-N is fully ready to con- 
tinue the truce talks. 

So far, the Communists have re- 
plied only with counter-charges to 
Ridgway’s demand for guarantees 
that the neutrality of the truce city 
of Kaesong wil not again be violated. 

And the U-N truce team has re- 
turned from Tokyo to the advance/ 
camp—about a dozen miles south of 
Knesong—ready to resume the bar- 
gaining anytime the Reds give a 
satisfactory reply to General Ridg- 
Way, (BUP).

THE TERRIBLE DROWNING TOLL 

Ignorance of common safety practices on Jake wat- 
ers is a mighty weapon hot summer days. Tragedies 
occur every day which emphasize that people are too 
careless, and too unskilled in various types of water 
eraft, for their own good. Two cases in point, in which 
five persons were drowned each time, tell a black story. 

Safety supervisors have long been aware that the 
average yacationer’s knowledge of boats is slim. They 
are constantly watching to see that those ignorant of 
the proper rules are protected. Recently, a supervisor 
of the Toronto lifesaving corps condemned the actions 
of many in and out of the water, laying Many water 
deaths at the door of ignorance. The Red Cross is so 
alarmed about the situation that it is distributing labels 
to all boat owners. These labels list the basic rules of 
safety and tell what to do in case of an accident in the 
water, and are to be pasted on the gunwales of the 
craft. 

The two cases mentioned above showed that five 
men got into a boat far too small, and with a motor far 
too powerful, for their purpose. When they got caught 
in a storm, the boat tipped, presumably through improp- 
er handling, since none had had much previous exper- 
jence on the water, and all were drowned. In the 
other instance, people using a hand-operated cable ferry 
insisted on overloading the craft. When they shifted 
their weight, the ferry tipped and sank. Five were 
drowned. 

In other cases, persons thrown into the water have 
unwisely decided to attempt to swim to shore, and have 
not made it. Despite countless warnings by safety in- 
structors that the best thing to do is to hang on to the 
overturned craft, these unfortunate people srike out. 
Many never make it to land. 

It is tragic that such things should happen in this 
country, where almost every person has the opportunity 
to use and enjoy thousands and thousands of lakes and 
rivers every summer. They also have the opportunity 
to learn how to conduct themselves while they are boat- 
ing, fishing, water-sking or swimming. If the news 
headlines can be interpreted, few do. But until they do, 
the terrific toll will not decrease.

Group or Team Work In Treatment 
Of Mental Cases 


One of the advances in medicine 
this past few years is what is called 
“group” treatment of a patient who 
appears to have various condiwons 
present, Thus, the patient goes into 
hospital under the care of his own 
physician who, after an examinat- 
ion, prescribes certain general mea- 
sures and caflé into consultation 
various specialists connected with 
the hospital. At the end or three 
or four days or a week, during 
which time the patient is checked 
over by these specialists, he may 
be sent home for further treatment 
by his own physician or to rest up 
to undergo operatian. 

Instead of having him enter hos- 
pital, the family physician may 
have him enter the consulting rooms 
of a group of specialists whére he 
is checked and rechecked to find 
the cause of the sypmtoms. 

Just as there are yarious condi- 
tions of the body which require the 
services. of various specialists, so 


seases of the mind and of behavior 
are not alike and so various speci- 
alists are needed to get best results 
--neurologists, psychiatrists, ~psy- 
chologists, Psychoanalysts and 
others. 

In the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, Drs. Esther 
Bogen Tietz and Martin Grotjahn 
Los Angeles, state that “the best 
treatment for mental cases should 
utilize the services of an integrated 
team of physicians, psychothera- 
pists, social workers, psychologists, 
teachers, vocational counselors and 
laboratory technicians, under the 


direction and contro] of a psycho- | 


analytically trained psychiatrist 
with a broad experience in the 


handling of all types of psychiatric | 


disorders.” 

By this teamwork method, the 
psychiatrist can treat many more 
cases which, in turn, means a re- 
duction in cost of treatment. Treat- 
ment would include various methods 
of shock treatment, careful analysis 
of moods each psychiatrist work- 
ing from the standpoint of his own 
specialty. 

Psychiatrists need the help of 
i ‘alented people with special training 
who are willing to measure and ap- 
preciate the work and findings of 
each member of the psychiatric 
team. ~ 

Further, arrangements must be 
made whereby the psychiatric spe- 
clalist or specialists the patient 
needs mst cau be made available 
after the examination is compfeted

ists may be new to us, but x 
disturbance of the structure of the 
brain itself which ts the Specia2 
work of the neurologist, is really 
just a small part of the total symp- 
toms of mental and emotiona:

Slavery in 
Ontario Co. 
90 Years Ago 


One of the oldest and most unique 
wills on file in the Ontario County 
registry office in Whitby recalls 
the days when men and women were 
not always free, and when it was 


{quite a thing to own a slave or two. 


‘These were the days of the Province 
of Upper Canada and when the 
county organization and boundaries 
Were not as they are today. 

* Back in July, 1861, ninety years 
ago, in fact, there passed away one 
Robert Issac Gray, a farmer of 
some note, apparently, and owner 
of a large acreage of land, in his 
will, makes provision for the liber- 
ation of slaves which he employed, 
and also the members of their fa- 
milies in appreciation of the ser- 
yices they had rendered him. 

The will, still in a fair state of 
preservation, was examined by The 
Times-Gazette through the courtesy 
of deputy - registrar Hazel Worfolk, 
fcontains the following clauses. 

In consequence of the long and 
faithful services of Dorinda my 
blackwoman servanis rendered tomy 
family and to release manumit and 
discharge her from the state of 
slavery in which she now is and tc 
give her and all her children their 
freedom. My will therefore is that 
she be released and thereby ac- 
cordingly release manumit and dis- 
|charge the said Dorinda and all and 
everyone of her said children, both 
male and female from slavery and 
declare them and every one of theirs 
to be free. Fourthly, and in order 
that provision be made for the sup- 
port of the said Dorinda and her 
children and that she may not want 
after my decease, my will is that I 
hereby empower my executor out of 
my real-estate to raise the sum of 
twelve hundred pounds currency, 
and place the same in some solyent 
and secure fund and the interest 
arising from the same I give and be- 
queath to the said Dorinda her heirs 
and assigns forever to be paid an- 
nually. 

I also give and devise to John 
my other black servant, and his

Did you know they had their 
headquarters at Bobcaygeon? 


Did you know that there were four | 


hotels in Bobcaygeon then. 

They were: The Boarding House, 
proprietor Jas. Humphries; the 
Rockland House, proprietor John 
Kenny; the Reld House, proprietor 
Hugh Conway; the Boarding House, 
proprietor Mrs. Falls. All hotels 
had rates ranging from $1 a day 
to $2 a day and none of them over 
$7 a week. 

Coboconk had three hotels — the 
Pattle House, Queen’s Hotel and 
the Osborne House. / 

Fenelon Falls had three— Brooks 
Hotel, Mansion House and McAr- 
thur House. 

Lindsay had five hotels. They 
were the Benson House, proprietor 
John Wardrobe; Simpson House, 
proprietor Wm. Simpson; Daly 
House proprietor Wm. Lynn; Cen- 
tral House proprietor Jas. Maund- 
er; the Queen’s Hotel, proprietor 
Jas. Butler. 

A wealth of information was con- 
tained on the back page of the 
grand Trunk folder on Kawartha 
Lakes published in 1903. A list of 
the Kawarthas and a list of names 
to apply to when furnished cottag- 
es were wanted. — 

F. Knowlson was the man. in.Lind- 


say. Three men in Bobcaygeon were 
listed as cottage owners. They were

STOCKS LOW 
Here's a further word 
Cariada’s butter supplies: 
The Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics has just issued figures on 
stocks of creamery butter in the 
nine main cities of Canada on 
August the first. 
They amounted to 26-million, 375- 
thousand pounds, which is above 
the comparable figure of 16-miltlion, 
709-thousand pounds for the first 
of July. However, the total is far 
below the 42-million, 278-thousand 
pounds in stocks on the first of 
August last year. 
The bureau also issued new fi- 
gures on stocks of cheddar cheese. 
They totalled 20-million, 494- 
thousand pounds on August the 
first. This compares with 2 little 
more than 12-million pounds July 
first and a little more than 22- 
million pounds on August the first 
of last year, (BUP)

ARE PENSION PLANS GOING TO 
PENALIZE OLDER EMPLOYABLE PERSONS? 

The action of Lindsay's Council in stipulating that 
those who would apply for the job of operating the 
town’s sewage disposal plant be under 46 years of age 
opens to serious question the effect of pension plans on 
older employable persons. The reason for setting the 
45-year-limit in this case may have been determined to 
a certain extent by the fact that Lindsay’s pension plan 
for civic employees would not adapt itself to a man start- 
ing work for the town above that age. If this assump- 
tion is correct, the future of older employable persons 
does not appear too rosy, especially since pension plans 
are being adopted by more and more employers, muni- 
cipal and private. 

Actually, such a condition could lead to great hard- 
ship if carried to great lengths. It could create a lot of 
needless unemployment among @ group of individuals 
who are for the most part just reaching the point where 
their accumulated experience would be of some value. 
What folly it would be to subscribe to any policy which 
dictates that at 45 your term of usefulness in this world 
js at an end. No pension plan is worth having if it is 
going to set up age barriers and encourage forced retire- 
ment for a large percentage of our population. It must 
be remembered that it is a long time between the age of 
45 and thé age of 65 or 70 when state pensions become 
available to assist those on the age-prejudice retirement 
list. 

It is this paper's belief that imposing an age limit 
in any class of general employment is poor business. 
It precludes initiative and ability and it rules in effect: 
“Jt doesn’t matter how capable you are, nor how much 
experience you have, if you are over 45 you are not em- 
ployable.” Such discrimination should be uprooted be- 
fore it can gain a foothold. There are no excuses which 
make valid its presence in a democracy.

WHAT CAN BE DONE TO MAKE 
THIS INTERSECTION SAFER ? 

The number of accidents which occur at the corner 
of William and Wellington Streets serves to empha- 
size the need of adequate protection at this point. The 
intersection has been a hazard since the advent of the 
motor car and becomes an increasingly greater one 
as time goes on and the number of cars on the road 
increases. 

The hazard at this point is twofold: William St. 
is a speedway and the Wellington St. approaches to 
it call for a full stop only from the west. The motorist 
approaching William St. from the east has no warning 
that the street is a highway artery and the stranger 
is apt to assume that it is perfectly safe to cross at 
at normal speed. 

Three suggestions emerge from the discussions 
which have taken place from time to time on how to 
make the intersection safer. (1) Make. Wellington St: 
a stop street at the eastern approach to William St. 
(2) Make William St. a stop street at Wellington St. 
from both the north and the south. This, it is con- 
tended, would do a lot to end the use of William St. 
as a speedway. (3) Instal a flash signal at this point. 

While suggestion number two would no doubt 
meet with some stiff opposition, it would appear to be 
the one which would contribute most to the safety of” 
this intersection. However, the time for theorizing on 
how to make safer this intersection is past and some 
definite action on an experimental or permanent basis 
is required immediately.

NOT JACKRABBITS 

In a civil suit at London, a plaintiff was awarded 
something over $4,000 for injuries when struck by a 
motor car as he tried to cross the street. As a pedes- 
trian, he started to cross with the green light in his 
favor, then the red light came on and the motorist hit 
him. 

Mr. Justice LeBel made comment, probably based on 
good old Mnglish common law and on common sense as 
well.

THAT “FREE” AIR MAIL SERVICE 

Time was when Canadians could be proud of their 
postal service. Now there is little or nothing even to 
be satisfied with. 

When a business envelope is mailed in the early 
evening in downtown Toronto and is not delivered in 
Montreal until two days later—with no holiday inter- 
fering by the way—then obviously it is time that some- 
body should “pull up his socks.” | 

It is all very well to talk of higher costs; these 
are always passed on to the user of the mails any- 
way. If first class mail, however, is now carried by 
air, with more time consumed by trucks on the roads 
to and from the airports than actually in flying, then 
it begins to look as if the air-for-first-class-mail ser- 
vice has been created primarily to create revenues for 
airlines and not, as we were given to understand, for 
the sake of speeding up the mails. 

Even the slowest of trains could have taken a 
letter from Toronto to Montreal in one day. Air ser- 
yice is nonsense except over long distance. It provides 
apparently only air speed while actually in the air. 
What happens to such mail at points where it is 
transferred from truck to plane and from plane to 
truck is another matter. 

There is no reason why mail from Brockville to 
Windsor should have to go by train to Toronto and 
then be flown from there to its destination. The train, 
counting the period of transfer and waiting, would 
get to Windsor almost as speedily and frequently more 
speedily. Perhaps it will yet become necessary for 
users of business mail who have messages going one- 
day distances to stamp their envelopes “via surface 
mail only, please.” 

Certainly, however, if the Post Office wants to 
justify a four-cent stamp on a letter it should be able 
to give better service than a two-day trip for a letter 
from Toronto to Montreal. Or else it should give the 
franchise to the bus companies. They manage to get 
through,

LOWER LIVING COSTS 

The economists around Parliament Hill in Ottawa 
are taking a more optimistic view about the cost of liv- 
ing. They are actually looking for some declines from 
the peak which they now believe to have been reached. 
They point to some facts which cannot be glossed over 
in assessing their effect on the cost of foodstuffs. Here 
are a few of the striking factors which they expect will 
bring lower prices. 

Livestock feeds are more plentiful than at any time 
since the war years, with a grain carry-over equivalent 
to about two-thirds of a normal year’s crop of oats. 

Prices of feed grain are on the downward path. Oats 
have dropped from $1.00 to 80 cents a bushel and barley 
from $1.50 to $1.20 a bushel. 

The nation’s cattle population is showing its first in- 
crease In five years. Hog marketings this fall are ex- 
pected to be at least ten per cent higher. Poultry hat- 
chings are up by 18 per cent and the new crop of pullets 
will be in full production before December. 

These factors would work to bring lower prices of 
domestic foodstuffs under the normal operation of the 
law of supply and demand. They do not, however, take 
into consideration the fact that the costs of production 
of the farmers have risen steadily and are showing no 
signs of a downward trend. But it has never been the 
experience of farmers that prices are based to any ex- 
tent on their costs of production when the law of supply 
and demand is allowed free operation. 

It may be, of course, that the continuing inflation- 
ary tendencies of public buying will prevent lower food 
prices, With money more plentiful than are goods 
which it will purchase, pressures on the food supplies, 
But the 
econoniists figure that prices are due for a drop, which 


will be welcomed by the consumers, although it will 
bring disappointment to the food producers.

He should know 
ww. because he has done years of 
research on the glamorous flowers. 

‘The average blundering male is 
apt to feel that the fiancee or wile 
wouldn’t be properly impressed with 
the hand-picked, home-grown 
variety. He should take heart from 
the sales talk of Doctor Correll. To 
use his words --‘they are just as 
alluring and attractive in cheir 
own way as any of their cousins in 
the dense tropical forests.” 

Probably it would be just as well 
for the man who picks them him- 
self not to mention that there are 
15 -thousand “varieties of orchids 
throughout the world, And it would 
be advisable to steer clear of cer- 
tain species. Such names as “Rattle- 
snake Plantain’ and “Adder’s 
Mouth” might curdle the romantic 
atmosphere created by the blos- 
soms. 


Probably there are those who be- 
grudge the orchid for being popu- 
lar just because it’s rare. It's only 
fair to warn them that things could 
be a lot worse. 

Orchids might be thicker than 

dandelions if it weren't for what 
some botanists believe is faulty pol- 
lination. 
Scientists say the plants produce 
fantastic numbers of seeds, They 
have estimated up to four-million 
seeds in the pod of a single orchid. 
But most members of the exotic 
family depend on certain insects 
to carry pollen from one flower to 
another --and such pollination of- 
ten in unsuccessful. 

The delicacy of the flowers is 
another factor in keeping them 
rare. Although North American 
varieties are well adapted to their 
environment --cultivation of tro- 
pical orchids in Canada and the 
United States is an extremely tick- 
lish job. ; 

Soil temperature must be care- 
fully controlled, Limestone has to 
be added to neutralize acid spoils 
for some varieties. Others may re- 
quire additional acid supplied by 
rotting pine needles or sawdust. 

Some of the plants can drink only 
rain water stored in wooden casks. 
They die if sprinkled with water 
that has flowed through copper or 
lead pipes. Certain varieties will 
die if a single root is broken in 
transplanting. And insects are a 
constant menace. 

With all those hazards --the one 
thing that accounts for their culti- 
vation is their haunting beauty. 

Aside from that factor --says 
Doctor Correll --the entire family 
has virtually no economic value.

Lindsay Men 
Barely Miss 
Electrocution 


Lindsay Hydro officials are still 
amazed that no-one was injured 
Thursday afternoon when a metal 
ladder touched a high tension wire 
beside the Academy Theatre to 
cause a three-minute break in pow- 
er. Mr. John Lightbody, manager 
of the Lindsay Hydro, says that he 
is vey relieved to learn that there 
were no injuries although danger 
or sudden death were so close to 
some of the bystanders. 

Shortly after 11 am. Thursday, 
employees of Harold Bouch, tin- 
smith, were raising an aluminum 
ladder to allow workmen to reach 
the southern eaves of the Academy 
Theatre. The ladder came in con- 
tact with the cable, carrying more 
than 2000 volts and, since it was 
well grounded, the line blew. In 
the resulting flash of flame, a hole 
was burned through the knee of the 
trousers worn by Ralph Armstrong, 
who had been standing holding the 
foot of the ladder. It is further re- 
ported that Oscar Aldred, on the 
scene also picked up the fallen cable 
but on the advice of Harold Bouch, 
he again dropped it. Mr. Light- 
body says that this latter sugges- 
tion was a very good one as there 
Was every chance in the world that 
the power would come back on and 
easily electzocute a man. He 
points out that the covering on high 
tension cables is not placed as insu- 
lation but is merely a protection a- 
gainst the weather. He says that 
it is usual to wait three minutes 
after a breaker opens before work- 
men at the Hydro station close it 
again. If Aldred had waited about 
two more minutes before picking up 
the cable he would certainly have 
been seriously injured at least, says 
Mr. Lightbody,

Government has grown out of all 


recognition and with that growth, | 


which has come about with the 
consent of the governed, has come 
a feeling that government is the 
source of all progress and all pros- 
perity. 

One hesitates to don the mantle 
of the prophet in answering the 
question posed at the top of this 
article. Most of the factors which 
determine the future are subject to 
change and, what is more important, 
can be guided and regulated by the 
human will. What can be said is 
this: Unless a determined effort is 
made now to avoid the clearly- 
marked dangers which lie ahead, we 
shall continue to drift closer to dis- 
aster. 

Three things at least are neces- 
sary: First, there must be a reversal 
of the present trend in the growth 
of government; second, there must 
be a strengthening of the moral 
fibre of the people; third, there must 
be a recognition of the need for and 
a willingness to accept a measure of 
sacrifice and self-denial in times 
such as these when freedom itself is 
at stake. 

A warning against looking to the 
government for security was con- 
taineq in the Report of the Senate 
Finance Committee on the subject 
of pensions. Two sentences from 
this report must not be allowed to 
go unheeded: “No one can accur- 


ately forecast the future, but we do} 


know that grim depression of the 
30's was set in motion by the col- 
lapse of an inflationary boom....The 
uncertainty of what lies ahead is 
the strongest possible reason to 


guard against building an edifice | 


of fixed expenditures which, if 
dark days should come upon us, our 
economy could not possibly carry”. 
Surely it must be evident to all that 
we are chasing a will-o’-the-wisp 


when we seek security at the hands 


of government. Desite the trend ‘to- 
wards socialism of the past few 
years on this continent and else- 
where, are we, a5 individuals, any 
closer to security than We were be- 
fore? On the contrary, our loss of 
confidence in ourselves has given 
us an added sense of insecurity. 
‘The need for strengthening our 
moral fibre must bet apparen 
to everyone, The stories of youth 
ful crime which fill pages of our 
newspapers; the hideous revelat- 
jons concerning the growing use of 
narcotics among teen-agers; tho 
low standards of much of the 
printed matter and films which 
provide the day-to-day diet for so 
many of our people, are evidences 
of a need for a spiritual uplift. 
Sacrifice and self-denial are not 
popular planks of any platform to- 
day. It is, however, impossible to 
undertake a greatly increased pro- 
gram of spending without at the 
same time accepting the necessity 
for a greatly increased rate of pro- 
duction. We can’t have it both ways. 
We can’t consume more and pro- 
duce the same amount or less, 
Due to technological improvements, 
we have in the past, been able to 
reduce gradually the number of

The English Touch

More on this side of the Atlartic 
than elsewhere in the world casual 
and knowing references are heard 
to “the typical Englishman.” The 
remark may be applied to any one 
from Sir Alexander Clutterbuck, 
High Commissioner from London, 
to a shop keeper in Scarborough 
—proof enough that no one actual- 
ly knows what the typickhl English- 
man is like. Our own view is that 
he is Gog and Magog. 

For reasons best known to them- 
selves, Londoners in the eleventh 
century erected two fourteen-foot- 
high figures fashioned from rushes 
and course matting in the facade 
of the Guildhall and called them 
Gog and Magog. Every one adored 
|them. But time and mice dis‘n- 
tegrated the bodies until what look- 
ed like exposed entrails began to 
frighten children. They were re- 
paired, however, and survived until 
the great fire of 1688 destroyed 
them. In 1708 they were replaced 
by carved figures which survived 
until the blitz of the last war. 

Now the grotesque statues are to 
be refashioned in their original 
size, No one ever has said precisely 
what they are supposed to repre- 
sent. But we think we know why 
all Englishmen want them, They 
represent Cromwell, King John, and 
the naughty barons; Shakespeare, 
the yeomen, the army, the navy, 
the universities, including Cardinal 
Newman; King Arthur and his 
round table knights; Winston 
Churchill and his wartime Cabuiet; 
the Sitwell family and Robin Hood, 
together with your own nomina- 
tions all rolled together in two fi- 
gures. 

In these legendary twins every 
islander finds something of the 
varled capacities, powers and !dlo- 
syncrasies which have fashioned 
England from before Boadicea 
right up to Attlee. The fierce High- 
land Chieftain and the perky 
Cockney alike se their histories in 
Gog and Magog to whom the eultor 
of John o’ London’s addresses a 
weekly letter. And we suspect that 


every visitor from anywhere on 
earth to London will be as glad as 
the Britons that the Guildhall will 
again house these curious symbols.

Difficulties Of 
An Immigrant 


(Fom the Ottawa Journal) 

A farmer friend of ours points 
out that many of the differences 
and misunderstandings which have 
arisen between new immigrants and 
their farmer employers in Canade 
are due to the several interpretat- 
ions of the word “experienced” held 
by the groups concerned: His con- 
tention is that many of the new 
arrivals, even those coming from 
farms and who have farmed in 
Europe all their lifes, are not ex- 
perienced in the sense that an East- 
ern Canadian farmer expects from 
top-pay hired help and that the 
results are often disastrous to the 
relationship between immigrant and 
employer here. The usual language 
difficulty only adds to this, he says. 

Our friend goes into detail on 
this point, and appears to have logic 
to back his arguments, He says 
that in Europe farmers are told 
prevailing rates of pay in Canada 
and, if they belleve themselves to 
be experience and good farmers, 
they expect those wages shortly 
after they come to Canada. When 
they are not able to get them the 
seeds of resentment are sown. 

The first and basic difficulty is 
usually that of language. Some- 
times it is six months or more be- 
fore the Canadian farmer can 
make his wishes and orders known 
to his employee. Another cause of 
friction is the fact that so many 
of the farmer immigrants are spe- 
cialists along a single line of agri- 
culture, more often than not a 
branch of the farming quite foreign 
to the average general farm here. 
That is one reason why so many of 
the arrivals do well on the fruit and 
Specialty farms of Southern On- 
tario and are more or less’ a 
liability at first on a dairy and 
general farm. Few have had much 
experience in handling machinery, 
especially tractors and milkers, 
which are practically standard 
equipment on every farm here. 

As a result, says our friend, far 
too many of these new arrivals are 
getting off to a bad start in Eastern 
Canada. Many consider themselves 
experienced farmers and naturally, 
expect prevailing rates of pay. On 
the other hand to the Canadian 
farmer, especially in the busy sca- 
son, they are often a liability for 
several months. In these days of 
highly mechanized farming just 
anybody with a farm background 
does not qualify as experienced” 
and it might be well if the immi- 
ration people made this very clear 


to prospective newcomers,

Labor Minister Milton F. Gregg 
ys that men have moved into On- 
io fields from foundiand, the 
Marit and Western Canada. 
And they were badly needed — par-

It was thought earlier in the sea- 
gon that five hundred workers from 
New Brunswick and Scotia, | 
and another five hundred from Wes- 
tern Canada would meet Ontario's | 
needs... and the figure was right, 
But the hopes that sufficient men) 
would come from those areas didn’t 
materialize, and an urgent call had 
to be sent to Newfoundland for 
farm hands. 

Up to July the 24th, nine nundred 
and #6 men were moved into On- 
tarlo.

OMIT U.S. FLAG 
When our American friends come to Canada they 
are visiting a foreign land.

HITCHHIKING ILLEGAL 

During these summer day, the crop’ of hitchhikers 
seen standing along the highways with their thumbs 
raised in supplication for a free ride, seems to have 
multiplied. One would have thought that recent inci- 
dents in which motorists were victimized, robbed and 
sometimes beaten by hitchhikers would have had the 
effect of making that method of seeking transporta- 
tion so unpopular with car drivers that it would be 
unprofitable for the hikers. 

We imagine there would be still fewer people on 
the roads begging a free ride if they knew that to do 
so is in distinct violation of the Highway Traffic Act, 
and that a heavy fine is attached to it. Section 47 
of the Highway Traffic Act reads as follows: 

“Tt is unlawful for anyone to stand on the 

travelled portion of a road to solicit a ride from 

4 any passing vehicle other than a public convey- 
ance such as bus or taxi.” 

Penalties up to $50 can be imposed for violation 
of this section of the Act. 

The risks of picking up unknown individuals on 
the highway have been proven so great that it would 
not be surprising to have the practice ceased alto- 
gether. Not only is there a risk to the driver of the 
car, but in some cases, to the hitchhiker as well. In 
a recent instance, a hitchhiker was picked up by a 
man driving a late model car. Near Kingston, how- 
ever, the police recognized the vehicle as a stolen car, 
stopped it and arrested the driver. And the hitchhiker, 
an innocent passenger in the car was also held by 
the police until he was able to satisfy them that his 
story was correct. 

So the hitchhiking game does not always pay, 
and travellers without transportation would be well 
advised to take the bus or train rather than be sub- 
ject to the dangers, legal and otherwise, of thumbing 
a ride—Oshawa Times-Gazette.

EMOTIONAL PROBLEMS OF 
HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 
...When a patient consults his phy- 
sician and one of the early findings 
during examination and questioning 
points to disease of a certain organ 
Yet careful investigation by laborat- 
ory methods and x-rays shows no 
organic disease present, most of us 
may think that this should be en- 
ough to reassure the patient. How- 
ever, he still has his symptons which 
do not disappear entirely despite his 
physician's reassurance, 

Today, as ever before, men and 
women are interested in their blood 
pressure, knowing that high blood 
pressure is often a forerunner of 
heart stroke (coronary thrombosis) 
and brain strokes (apoplexy). 

In THE AMERICAN JOURNAL 
OF PSYCHIATRY, Drs. Edward 
Weiss, Beryl Jaffe and H-K. Fisher, 
Philadelphia, state that observing 
that physicians searching for the 
cause or causes of high blood pre- 
ssure, finding no organic cause, and 
failing in their attempts to reassure 
these patients by psychiatric and 
psychologic methods, decided to 
study unselected consecutive pa- 
tients encountered in a hypertension 
(high blood pressure) clinic. To 
the usual physical and laboratory 
studies, social history, Rorschach 
test (which measures intelligence 
and emotations) and phychiatric in- 
terviews were added. 

These research phsyicians found 
that a large percentage of these 
patients hag emotional. disorders 
before the development of high 
blood pressure and this was the 
factor that produced the symptoms. 

Pain under breast bone, pal- 
pitation, shortness of breath and 
fatigue are a group of symptoms 
associated with fear of heart disease 
when no disease {s present, and 
these same symptoms occur when 
high blood pressure really is pre- 
sent. Study of the mental, em- 
otional and physica] make-up of 
these patients reveal that the sym- 
ptoms of which they complain are 
out of proportion to the disease, 
“that there is no much conflict in 
the personality make-up and that 
simple or superficial treatment of 
this personality will often prove of 
greaf benefit to the patient.” 

“All yarieties of character and 
nervous disturbance occur, but most 


j often the hypertension (high blood 


pressure) is found in personalities 
with ‘compulsive characters. There- 
fore, repressed hostility (not being 
able to do what they want to do) 
is the underlying cause to be treated 
by sympathetic questioning and ex- 
plaining how repressed hostility 
raises the blood pressure. This de- 
reases anxiety and often the blood 
oressure,”

Berlin Peace Rally 


The west has found two big holes 
in the iron curtain. 

Through one, hundreds of thou=- 
sands of young Communists have 


‘poured into the western sector of 
Berlin. West Berlin police say that 
‘since the Red “peace” rally began 
more than a week ago, some 600- 
thousand Communist youths have 
come to see the sights of West Ber~ 
iin. 

Monday a _ television demon= 
stration in the American sector 
brought a record 107-thousang of 
the young delegates. One boy from 
Saxony in the Soviet zone said, 
“That's one thing you Will never 
see where I come from. It is worth 
the trip to Berlin.” 

The other gap in the curtain is 
airborne. Anti-Communist groups 
in the American zone of Germany 
sent two-thousand ballooons carry 
ing two-million messages into Rus- 
sian satellite countries. Most would 
drop over Gzechoslovakia. Many of 
the balloons were set to burst at 
25-thousand feet, showering the 
Messages over the countryside. 

The messages sald, “Millions of 
free-men and women have joined 
together and are sending you this 
message of friendship over the 
‘winds of freedom -- which in the 
upper air always blows from west 
to east.” (BUP)

U. S. Coast Guard

“We are merely answering the 
request of another federal agency,” 
a Coast Guard officer said. “We 
will not serve the subpena.” 

Zwillman was seen in Marble- 
head, over the weekend. 

He was reported to have taken’a 
trip from Boston aboard another 
yacht, the “Howdy Podner”, but 
was not aboard when it was found 
Sunday at Block Island. 


Restauranteur Toots Shor ap-

THE GOVERNMENT INTERFERES AGAIN .. 

One thing that must strike people as most peculiar 
is the fact that butter cannot be imported into Canada | 
without the consent of the government, and then only in 
such quantities as it in its wisdom sees fit. This is 
another fine contribution towards keeping Canada’s 
cost-of-living at an all-time high. If imports of butter 
were allowed to be carried out by private enterprise 
there is little doubt but what the consumer would ben- 
efit in short order. That is, of course, if the govern- 
ment could be persuaded to take off the floor price on 
butter which now prevents the public from enjoying 2 
lower price when it is in good supply. 

How long, ob how long, will the Canadian people | 
be called upon to bear the many yokes which now are | 

cast about their necks by a government which foolishly 
attempts to control the nation’s economy by planning 
and interference with the immutable laws of supply 
and demand. Fora time these experiments in planned 
economy could be tolerated because if was felt that | 
their folly would be apparent after a few ventures inan | 
uncharted sea. Now however, it begins to appear that 
the administration seems to be determined to persist in 
unwise policies despite its experiences. 

Why is this so? There are many reasons but the 
greatest of all is probably due to the fact that power has 
gone to their heads. This is unfortunate but not per- 
manent. 


A NICE BIT OF LOOT 

An American sergeant, member of an Eighth Army 
recon ce team in Korea, sent a souvenir “picked 
up in Seoul” home to his mother. Soldiers are as keen 
to have souvenirs as any other travellers. and they have 
an unusual opportunity to pick up little nick-nacks free. 
Thus tens of thousands of souvenirs from Italy and Hol- 
land and Germany have found their way into Canadian 
homes. But the American sergeant outdid others. He 
sent home a souvenir rug which the Korean Consul 
General in New York says is worth “$100,000, if such 2 
priceless national treasure can haye a price tag.” 

The rug, measuring 18 feet 11 inches by & feet, is 
made of 48 matched leopard skins. The sergeant him- 
self must have felt that he had got his hands on some- 
thing a bit unusual. for he said in a letter to his parents 
“The gook (Korean) who sold it to me said it was worth 
at least $25,000 and it came from the Chang Duk Palace 
in Seoul” The “Gook” underestimated the value, but 
Was right about its original home. it had been present- 
ed as a state gift to the late Queen Min who was assass— 
inated by the Japanese shortly before Japan annexed 
Korea. It was among other fabulons gifts presented her 
by Eastern potentates. 

Souvenirs like this are evidence of lootng far beyond | 
the scope of most Canadians in the last war. But Am- | 
ericans do things in a big way. Im the last war they 
were known to have capitalized on the loot which they | 
sent home to such an extent that some returned to find 
comparative riches waiting for them: the cash value of 
looted old paintings, yaluable jewels and the like. Can- 
adian soldiers might have envied their American breth- | 
Ten, but they lacked either the same gumption or op- } 
portunity. Canadian Army postal regulations were 
quite strict, and parcels for mailing home had to be 
within certain weight and size limits. The American 
sergeant in Seoul who liberated the large Tug wrapped 
it up in 2 duffle bag and paid $39.20 to send it home to his 
mother by air mail 

The Korean Ambassador to Washington, Dr. Yang 
Yu Chan ha righty said that “it isa very odd souvenir for 
a soldier tosend home.” He is making enquiries. So, 
presumably, is the American Army. Who knows what 
other big deals this and other soldiers have been pulling 
in liberated South Korea? Perhaps it is time for the 
U.N. Army commander to put up a sign in Seoul: “The 
Looting Period Is Now Ended.” It could borrow the same 
sign which the Canadian Army put up at the entrance to 
Ortona, a week after that Italian town was captured.

NIAGARA HOLIDAY 

There has been considerable public interest in the 
ill-fated exploit of Mr. William (Red) Hill, who at- 
tempted to go over Niagara Falls in a rubber barrel 
made of truck tire tubes. Although most people would 
have thought such a craft too frail for the vast weight 
and turmoil of Niagara’s waters, Mr. Hill evidently 
had sufficient confidence to Tisk his life. He must 
have known that the consequences of mistaken judg- 
ment were final, but under the sway of some strange 
inner compulsion he chose to stake existence itself 
against a very empty notoriety if he were to succeed 

As with many other exploits which tempt men 
to extreme risks, nothing worthwhile might be gained 
by going over Niagara Falls in a barrel It could 
add nothing to human knowledge, to social better- 
ment or even to the personal wealth of those fool- 
hardy enough to attempt it. If there were any value 
in the achievement, scientific research would long 
since have investigated the matter, under proper con- 
ditions of safety. The urge to go over the falls is not 
a normal manifestation of the personality, and there 
is nothing praiseworthy in success. 

Whatever might be said of the individual who 
risks his life, for the crowds of thoughtless people 
who come from far and near to gape at the spectacle 
there can be nothing but contempt. It is a sad com- 
mentary on Twentieth Century civilization that 100- 
000 people could have found nothing better to do on 
a pleasant afternoon. We are inclined to look down 
our noses at those in other countries who attend bull 
fights, even‘though the chance of survival for the 
human participants is far greater than it was for the 
unfortunate Mr. Hill But Sundays crowds would not 
have come to see the barrel go over the falls empty. 
There is little difference in the blood-lust of ancient 
Rome’s gladiatorial arena and the hideous spectacle 
of thousands of Canadian and American families im- 
ing the banks of the Niagara river to see a2 man die 
Tt was a proud occasion! 

The Niagara Parks Commission has at its disposal 
powers which could. effectively prevent these spec- 
tacles, if it chose to use them. Each time there is 
publicity about another attempt to go over the Falis. 
there are hints that police action may prevent it. So 
far the action has not been taken. Each time one of 
these incidents occurs, other misguided persons are 
stimulated to imitation. This form of tourist attrac- 


tion does no credit to our national dignity, and we- 


could do well enough without it. The grandeur of 
Niagara Falls should not be cheapened by such de- 
grading episodes —Globe and Mail 


“| WILL NEVER CHANGE 

The American decision to get air and naval bases 
in Spain in return for military and economic aid is 
part of a2 large-scale diplomatic manoeuvre to com- 
plete the United States’ security system in Europe and 
the Pacific.

His new Minister of 
Information—at a time when the “liberalization of the 
Press” is being touted for American ears— was the 
right-hand man of the German Press attache in Madrid 
during the war.

Says 
Baron, “Diets leave people hungry- 
Now, what I do is hypnotize them so 
they don’t want to eat fattening 
foods. They eat other things in- 
stead.

Tropical Peach Jam 

If you're thinking of making some 
peach jam here is a new recipe you 
might like. You take 2 ripe bananas, 
1-2 cup drained marachino cherries, 
1 1-2 pounds of soft, ripe peaches 
(about 5), 4 cups sugar and 1 box 
powdered fruit pectin. Mash ban- 
anas to a fine pulp. Chop cherries 
fine. Pare peaches and pit. Cnop 
very fine or grind. Combine fruits 
and measure 3 1-2 cups into large 
saucepan. Measure sugar and set a- 
side. Place saucepan holding fruit 
over high heat. Add powdered fruit 
pectin and stir until mixture comes 
to a hard boil. At once stir in sugar 
Bring to a full rolling boil and boil 
hard 1 minute, stirring constantly. 
Remove from heat; skim; ladle 
quickly into hot, sterilized jars. Seal 
by pouring melted paraffin over the 
top of the jam. Makes about seven 
6-ounce glasses. Make an extra 
batch for right now when your jam 
supply is low.

We noticed the choke checries 
hanging in clusters from the trees 
through the country, If you like 
jelly made from them you'd better 
get busy and get them. There is a 
good crop this year and some fa- 
milies like the flavor of this wild 
fruit. 


Teen-Agers 

Don't underestimate the teen- 
agers of today. They’re not only 
lively and resourceful, they're in- 
dustrious as well. 

A survey made by a washing clinic 
in 1715 communities shows that 
most teen-agers not only go to 
school, but help with the work at 
home, and hold part-time jobs as 
well 

The survey shows 70 per cent of 
the teen-aged girls surveyed help 
with housework regularly; and 79 
per cent of these do outside to earn 
extra money. 

Baby sitting ts big business for 
63 per cent of the girls. But others 
make their pin money in 146 other 
kinds of jobs. Many haye part 
time sales and clerical jobs, Some 
give music and dancing lessons, 
Others monogram linens, make 
paper flowers and shell jewelry for 
extra cash. Some have paper routes, 
wash cars, mow lawns, detassel 
corn, pick berries, sell produce and 
even run tractors. Some girls are 
professional models, others are non- 
professional beauticians giving home 
permanents and finger waves. One 
girl Dog Sits”, another is a church 
janitor, one prepares income tax 
forms for neighbors, and another 
even paints houses. 

Eighty-five percent of the teen- 
agers surveyed Wash their own lin- 
geries and stocking, 61 percent wash 
their sweaters, and 65 per cent 
help with the family laundry, 

And most of them don’t think 
they're nobler than their brothers. 
The survey showed that twise as 
many teen-aged girls fel the boys 
in the family do their share of work 
as those who feel the boys slack 
on the home front.

Feast of Assumption 
To Be Observed in 
All Parts of World 


Vatican City, Aug. 14, (BUP)— 
Roman Catholic churches through- 
out the world will celebrate for 
the first time tomorrow a new mass 
to commemorate the Aug. 15 feast 
day of the assumption of the Vir- 
gin Mary. 

It will be the first celebration of 
the feast day since last November 
when Pope Pisu XII proclaimed as 
a dogma--or truth-- of the Catho- 
lic church the bodily assumption 
of the Virgin Mary into Heaven 
after her death. 

The assumption of the Virgin 
Mary had been a belief of the Ca- 
tholic Church for at least 1500 
years. But, until Pope Pius’ pro- 
clamation last year it was not an 
article of faith. 

Premier Maurice Duplessis is ex- 
pected to head a group of some 
40-thousand pilgrims attending the 
celebration of the Feast of the 
Assumption of May at Cap de la 
Madeleine tomorrow. 

The premier called ap early 
meeting of his cabinet today, and 
announced that he hoped to get 
away early in order to join the pil- 
grimage. 

Hundreds of American Roman 
Catholics already had arrived to 
take part in the celebration, which 
will start with a midnight mass 
tonight and see 15 bishops and 
archbishops of the church cele- 
brate masses from 6 A.M, until 11 
A.M, tomorrow.

Polio Stricken 
Mother Gives 
Birth in Lung 


Toronto, Aug. 10—(BUP)—A six- 
pound girl born in an iron lung in 
Toronto last night, died early this 
morning. 

The infant's mother, Mrs, Will- 
iam Miller, 25, was stricken by polio 
in her Peterborough home and was 
put in an tron lung at Toronto, as 
doctors fought to save her life. 

Mrs. Miller was expecting the 
baby in about one Week, but the 
infant arrived last night, Doctors 
believe the=iron Jung birth was the 
first in Canadian history. 

Doctors considered the possibility 
of a Caesarian operation when they 
noticeq the child would be born 
almost at once. 

As the*child was being born Mrs. 
Miller was slid out of the iron lung 
for less than 30 seconds, and then 
put back in when the birth had 
been completed less than half a 
minute later, 

Dr. Prank O'Leary said, “For the 
30 seconds she was out of the lung 
she was not breathing because of 
the paralysis in her chest muscles.” 

The baby appeared normal and 
healthy, but died five hours after 
the operations, 

Mrs. Miller is reported in acute 
condition today, but doctors believe 


she will live, Her legs, chest and 
arm muscles are paralyzed.

TRY TO SAVE FIRST TEETH 
AS LONG AS POSSIBLE 

As youngsters, the loss of a tooth 
(a first tooth) did not seem a serious 
matter. If one of the front teeth 
was lost it was an asset in the 
schoolyard, as we could then spit 
between our teeth. It was not un- 
usual, if one of these baby teeth got 
Joose, to tle a string orapliece of 
thread around it, tie end of string 
to door knob and close the door. 

When we think of the importance 
to proper chewing of food and the 
appearance of the face of these} 
first teeth, we wonder that we came 
through as well as we did. 


Dentists today tell us that first | 


teeth should not be removed until 
they fall out, as they keep a place 
in the jaw. If removed too soon, 
the space will shrink to some ex- 
tent and not leave enough room for 
the ‘permanent teeth. 

In Postgraduate Medicine, Dr. 
John A. Bigler, Professor of Pediat- 
ries, Northwestern University Med- 
ical School, after outlining the 
cause of decay of the teeth, states 
that the only sure way of treating a 
y that has already formed is by 
ing the damaged structure or 
yed part. Restoration is the first 


deca 
step in controlling caries (decay.) 

“Parents, physicians and dentists 
shoulg be made to realize that dec- 


iduous (baby) teeth require the 
same attention as the permanent 
teeth.” writes Dr. Bigler. “When 
decayed, they may produce pain, 
abnormal chewing of food, poor 
eating habits, gum boils and when 
too early, malocclusion, in 
which upper and lower teeth do not 
meet 
with proper chewing.” 

We may never think about it, but 
every tooth has its own place and 
a special job to do in the mouth, 
baby teeth as well as permanent 
teeth. Each baby tooth holds a place 
in the jawbone until the permanent 
tooth comes through to take that 
place. 

Further, Dr. Bigler points out that 
Nature has provided a right or pro- 
per pattern for the permanent tooth 
to erupt or come through the gum. 
Each:erupting tooth is dependent on 
its neighbour for its position This 
proper position is also influenced 
by the muscular pressure of the lips, 
cheek and tongue. If a baby tooth

{s lost too Soon, it may interfere | 


with the proper functioning of the 
mouth 

Another thing we learn about 
first or baby teeth is that the brush- 
ing of the teeth should start before 
the eighteenth month. At this 
early age the toothbrush should be 
soft and the dentifrice have a plea- 
sant taste. 


Old Age and Employablity 

“As long as we retire aged worker 
while he still possesses skill, ex- 
perience, physical capacities and a 
desire to work, we are adding to 
the economic burden of the younger 
generation and to the decline of 
society, The life span is increasing 
and aging occurs at a slower pace, 
Harly retirement means an unne- 
cessary waste of valuable skills 
and experiences,” 

I am quoting Dr. S.S. Leyine, in 
Connecticut State Medical Jotr- 
nal, who points out that not only 
is there a loss of special skills und 
experiences in retiring workers too 
early, now that the life-span has 
been extended twenty years, bub 
that long life without work invites 
diseases, 

I have pointed out in. previous 
articles the lack of routine in the 
life of the retired worker, He arises 
when he likes and retires when 
he likes, his meals become irregular 
and if he does no physical 
work, his appetite will gradually 
fail and there will not be the regu- 
larity of bowel movement when he 
arises in the morning or, more com- 
monly, immediately after breakfast. 

However, Dr. Levine goes further 
into the matter than this, pointing 
out the damaging effects upon the 
mind and the emotions of long life 
without work. Thus the aged worker 


needs a feeling of economic se- 
curity, nob only because of the 
money involved, bul because he 


wants to feel that he 1s not through 
as a producer,-that he can still 
hold his own with younger men 
because of his skill and expertence, 
He wants to feel that he 1s an actiye 
member of his corsmuniby. 

Dr. Leyine further points out that 
during World War II (and this also 
applied to World War 1), when 
employers were obliged to cecall 
older workers, it was learned how

properly—thus _ interfering } 
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much physical ‘skill and mentai 
ability had been wasted in dis- 
charging gr retiring many of these 
same Workers . 

While employers, employees, trade 
unions and departments of govern- 
ment must wrestle with the pro- 
blem of old age, physicians and psy- 
chologists are agreed that, from the 
standpoint of health and happiness, 
our aging men and women should, 
insofar as it is possible without 
interfering with the rights and 
privileges of younger workers en- 
titled to promotion, be given gain- 
ful employment because of their 
skills and experience. 


Can Hardening of the Arteries Be 
Prevented or Diminished? 

We are only beginning to recog- 
| nize that high blood pressure and 
hardening of the arteries are the 
adult's greatest enemies, Physicians 
have fought and conquered dia- 
betes and pernicious anemia; we 
expect physi¢ians, chemists, and 
| possibly Taymen to conquer cancer. 
| What about the outlook for cur- 
|ing hardening of the arteries and 
thus preventing coronary throm- 
bosis and apoplexy? 

In The Copenhagen Medical 
| Journal, Dr. K. Kjerulf-Jensen says 
|that atheromatosis (hardening of 
}the arteries) may be produced 
when more is eaten than the 
Ability 
to burn up or use fat in the body 
{is lessened when carbohydrate 
(starch) oxidation is reduced, as in 
diabetes, lack of vitamin Bl, and 
probably lack of enough thyroid 
extract in the blood. 
|‘ Using very strong measures, 
such as cutting down too much on 
| fat foods and reducing weight too 
| rapidly, can be dangerous. 
| “Sudden rigorous inanition (ac- 
| quiring Jeanness) in an obese per- 
|son will be followed by great accum- 
| ulation of fat, as shown by the 
development of hyperlipemia (too 
much fat in thé blood)” Dr. Kjerulf 
writes. An attack of coronary | 
thrombosis might readily follow too 
strict reduction of fat foods and 
to rapid reduction of weight. 

‘Reduction of weight should occur 
slowly and not be marked by overly 
rigid periods of fasting. Prevention 
of artherlosclerosis (hardening of 
the arteries) in one of the most 
important problems of the coming 
years.” 

While insurance medical exatnin- 
ers and health writers have, for 
years, been pointing out the dangers 
of overweight, particularly as 
Causes of heart and blood vessel 
disurbances, there has not been as 
much stress as there should have 
been on the dangers of too strict a 
diet in regard to fat-forming foods 
and also of trying to reduce weight 
| too rapidly, 

By watching these two points we 
may be able to prevent hardening 
of the arteries or delay the harden- 
ing for a number of years. 


VARIOUS METHODS OF 
REDUCING WEIGHT 

When overweights find excess fat 
spoiling thelr appearance their 
pride may cause them to determine 
to reduce their weight. What they 
forget is that the excessive fat did 
not come on them suddenly, and 
that it will take them months if 
not years to get down to normal 
weight safetly. Generally they con- 
sult their physiclan as to a quick 
method of reducing which will cause 
the fat to disappear more rapidly 
than by reducing food alone, 

That certain drugs can help to 
reduce weight to a considerable ex- 
tent is known to the family phy- 
sician. Thyroid extract reduces 
weight by increasing the rate at 
which the body processes work, 
thus creating more heat in the body 
and Benzedrine Sulphate and dig- 
italis decrease the desire for food. 

What about these methods of re- 
ducing weight? 

Some months ago I referred to 
the results obtained by Drs. Dayid 
Adlersberg and Martin E. Meyer 
(Mt. Sinai Hospital, New York City) 
in the treatment of 299 obese pa- 
tients over five and one-half years, 
Each patient remained under reg- 
ular observation by the same phy- 
sician at one to four week intervals 
throughout this period of invest- 
igation. 

Treatment for 182 patients con- 
sisted of a diet of about 1,200 cal- 
ories and no drug or medical treat- 
ment, For 61 patients, in addition to 
the 1,200 calories diet, thyroid ex- 
tract (2 to 3 grains daily) was given. 
For 90 patients, in addition to the 
1,200 calorie diet, 5 to 10 mg. Ben- 
zedrine Sulphate twice dally was 
given. The balance of the 299 pa- 
tients, 16, were treated first by 
diet alone, then by diet and thyroid 
extract, and then by diet and Benze- 
drine Sulphate (amphetamine), 

What did these research workers 
find and report? Diet alone resulted 
in greater weight loss than when 
diet and thyroid extract was used,

The matter was raised by Mr. 
Kilner, Sanitary Inspector, who sta- 
ted that he and the Fire Chief had 
inspected the rear of these primises 
and had found that in some cases 
there were such piles of paper, etc., 
that a great fire hazard existed, and 
that the twice weekly collection of 
perishable garbage was not suf- 
ficient to keep it down to a sanitary 
level. 

Mr. Kilner went on to state that 
he had approached 36 of the mer- 
chants on Kent Street with a pro- 
posal to arrange for the daily col- 
lection of garbage, and to date he 
had received 19 replies in the af- 
firmative. The inspector further 
stated that he had already made 
tentative arrangements for the hire 
of a truck, for a man to tie up the 
paper, and for another man to 
handle the disposal of the garbage. 
The cost of this service was in the 
neighbourhood of $90 to $100 per 
week, and it was proposed that 
the cost, should be borne by the 
merchants themselves. Mr. Kilner 
pointed out that this would probably 
work out at about $3 per establish- 
ment per week, which would be a- 
bout 50 cents per collection, 6 days 
a week, and that it would cost the 
merchants themselves much more 
than that if each individual store 
removed its own garbage. 

Mr. Baker, who was in the chair 
in the absence of chairman, Mr. 
Braunton, was not in favour of the 
plan, since he thought it would not 
work out due to the fact that some 
stores had very little garbage. Mr. 
Kilner replied that the plan wes 
optional to any of the merchants; 
Doctor Lawrence said he thought 
the scheme was a good one. “The 
firms concerned will remove fond, 
etc., when it stinks enough, but 
the other stuff is allowed to ac- 
cumulate.” Mr, Kilner: “The stuff 
lies around far too long. Some piles 
of paper and cartons are so large 
that if a cigarette butt were thrown 
sel the whole block afire,” 

It was finally decided that the 
matter was not one which strictly 
came under the jurisdiction of the 
| Board of Health, and that Mr, Kil- 
ner was at Uberty to make what 


arrangements he liked with tne 
Merchants concerned, 
Mr. Stephen adaed that he 


thought that some effort should be 
made to impress on the townspeople 
the necessity of always keeving 
thelr garbage cans covered, especi- 
ally at this time of the year.

271 Cases of Polio in Ont. 
Average Year: Health Minister 


Toronto Aug. 10--(BUP)--Sixty- 
nine new cases of polio have been 
reported throughout Ontario, 

Health minister MasKinnon Phil- 
liops said today the total for the 
year is 271 cases, mose of them of 
the non-paralytic type. 

He said,‘we're having a light 
variety of polio with a few bulbar 
polio cases. This is just about an 
average year for polio. Last year 
was way below average and 1949 
Was way above average.” 

Seventy percent of the polio this 
year has been reported in the count- 
fes of Carlaton, Essex Renfrew, 
Welland and York, including Tor- 
onto, There have been 200 cases 
on non paralytic polio, 71 cases of 
paralytic polio and eight deaths up 
to August 9th. 

This time last year there were 


only 60 polio cases and’ one death, 
but at this daté in 1949 there were 
501 cases with 25 deaths. 

Nine new cases were reported in 
Essex in the past week, all non- 
paralytic, six new ones in Welland, 
half of which were non-paralytic, 
and 21 new non-paralytic cases in 
York county and Toronto with se- 
ven paralytic cases. 

Health Minister Phillips said the 
early signs of polio are: a high 
fever; headache; sore throat; stiff 
neck and back; pain on moving the 
legs forward, 

Dr. Phillips said one good test is 
to see if your chin can touch your 
chest. If it can, its not polio, he 
Said, but if it cannot it wold be 
best to see a doctor for an ex- 
amination. 


Silverwoods Award 
To Les. Graham For 
Best Milk Grade 


In giving his report on milk to 
the Board of Health at its meet- 
ing Friday, Dr, Lawrence stated 
that he thought it was a “poor re- 
port for the Lindsay dairies,” the 
bacteria count of milk tested from 
several of the dairies being high, 
Le. 1 million plus, On the question 
of butter fat, all dairies were above 
the 3 percent level, some being as 
high as 3.3 per cent, whilst others 
were below the 3.25 per cent go- 
vernment standard. Dr, Lawrence 
stated that at this time of the year 
the yield of milk was higher than 
at other seasons, but the butter 
fat was lower. 

In comnection with milk, a latter 
Was read from Silverwood’s Dairy 
giving the results of a competition 
they had organized among their 
suppliers, for the purpose of raising 


the standard of the milk. The first 


prize winner for the best grade of 
milk went to Les. Graham, of 
Lindsay; second place was taken 
by Roy Stinson, of Dunsford, and 
in third place was Joe Roche, of 
Lindsay. Dr. Lawrence informed the 
meeting that he thought the com- 
petition had done much to improve 
the grade of milk being produced.

Last Of The Mustangers 
Bows To"Gas Buggy’ 


Cranbrook, B.C., (BUP) — The 
last of the mustangers is dead. 

Another colorful but half-forgot- 
ten chapter of the Old West closed 
forever one night recently when 
Moses McCoy dismounted from his 
horse and steppeq out onto the 
highway near here, Blinded by 
headlights, he was struck down and 
killed by one of the “gas buggies” 
he hated. 

The mustangers weren’t -owboys 
and they weren't rodeo riders. They 
broke the horses that built the beef 
industry and then moved on, away 
from fences and railroads. 

All they cared to know was about 
horses and their understanding 
of horseflesh was uncanny, There 
are those who swear Moses McCoy 
could understand “horse language”. 
Moses himself admitted only to 
being able to “think like a horse, 
but a heap faster”. 

He was born at Bummers’ Flats 
in the upper Kootenay Valley June 
1, 1882, His parents are listed sim- 
ply as Michael] and Catherine. Sur- 
names were considered an unne- 
cessary frill among the Kootenay 
Indians. 

At the age of five be became a 
Member of the St. Mary's Indian 
bsnd and completed his formal 
education at the St. Eugene mission 
school near here at the age of 10. 
After that he made his living on 
horseback until his death. 

As a boy of 12 he packed freight 


with a string of his own horses be- 
tween Bonners Ferry, Idaho, and 
Ft. Steele, B.C. 

When railroads put him out of 
business he lived by catching and 
breaking horses. The SBirdstone 
ranch south of St. Steele became 
his headquarters. But his home 
was on the range and in the moun- 
tains from Montand to the Yukon. 

Tales of McCoy's exploits as a 
young man are cut on the same 
scale as the legends of Pecos Bill. 
Moses is reputed to have literally 
ridden a horse into the ground 
years ago. It is said that he mount- 
ed an outlay mustang in a marshy 
Cariboo meadow and stayed in the 
saddle until the horse tore up the 
turf and sank into the mud up to 
its neck, 

Oldsters say Moses could go into 
a corral on a dark night, pick out 
and rope the horse he wanted by 
its flashing eyes. 

During the annual Kootenay win- 
ter range closure two years ago he 
was called in to help the other 
hands corral one of the wild horses 
that refused to give up. During the 
range closures horse hunts are car- 
ried out, aimed at ridding the un- 
fenced grass-lands of wild mus- 
tangs. 

A big grey stallion, “eight-years- 
old and never a rope on him,” had 
stumped the “experts”. 

After riding his little black mare 
into the grey stud’s stamping

After three days of this, the big 
grey stud dragged into the corral, 
head hanging. 

Moses had a big funeral at the 
St. Eugene Mission where he got 
his “book learnin’.” Kootenay In- 
dians came from scattered reserya- 
tions throughout eastern British 
Columbia, many of them on horses 
Moses had caught ang tamed. 

Old-timers at the funeral said it 
was just as well that he died be- 
fore the last of the wild horses 
disappear for ever. The handful of 
mustangs still roaming free on the 
Kootenay range are expected to 
last through one, perhaps two more 
winter drives. 

Moses knew how to catch a wild 
horse, but after he’d caught it he 
wanted it saddle-broke. 

“Some day,” he used to say sad- 
ly, “they're going to have to find 
something else to use for dogfood.”

READING OF “TREASURE ISLAND” 
SPARKED URGE TO SEE THE WORLD 


If there is one event in the year 
that the Irwin grandchildren of 
Lindsay look forward to, it is the 
annual visit of “Uncle Howard” — 
Howard Irwin, of New Jersey. Every 
year for more years than he would 
care to count, Mr. Irwin has spent his 
annual vacation with his mother, 
Mrs, Robert Irwin, who lives with 
her son, Claude, on the family 
homestead, just off the No. 7 high- 
way, about a mile west of Lindsay. 

Uncle Howard is at home with his 
mother at the present time, and 
this is a very special year, for Mrs. 
Irwin will be 90 in September. And 
so most days one or two of the 
grandchildren, or great-grandchil- 
dren come visiting. Mrs, Irwin 
loves them, but now she says she 
must be getting a little old, as they 
tire her after a short time, so after 
having a short “visit’ with “Grand- 
ma’, they rush off to Uncle Howard, 
who has more stories to tell than 
the Ancient Mariner, each one of 
which is a travel saga in itself. 

To the casual observer, Howard 
Irwin, foreman on the Indiana Goy- 
ernor Line, is just an ordinary ev- 
ery day sort of fellow who spends 
his vacation wandering around the 
district in search of further mater- 
jal to add to the family album 
which he has compiled. ‘Last year 
he found the gravestone of his 
grand-grandfather, Francis Fee, 
who emigrated to this country from 
Cavan, in Ireland, and who died 
in 1858. The stone he found brok- 
en and buried amongst the grass 
and weeds of a deserted graveyard 
on the Jordan farm 4 miles west of 
Lindsay.) 

But if you should stop to pass the 
time of day with Mr, Irwin, and en- 
gage him in conversation on some 
Interesting topic, you would realize 
that here was a man who had seen 
much, about a great many places 
mutch, about a great many places 
and things, And it is true. Mr. Ir- 
win is a soldier of fortune who has 
travelled the world over in search 
of adventure and excitement. And 
his stories of sailing and gold pros- 
pecting sound more like fiction than 
truth, 

Mr. Irwin was born in the old 
homstead in Ops township. He was 
one of nine children, the youngest 
of whom was but a few months old 
when hs father died, Hard work 
and rough living were the order of 
the day from then on. 

Early in life, Howard Irwin read 
a copy of “Treasure Island” and 
that book fired his ambition to see 
the world. One day when he was 
about sixteen, he was chopping 
word for his grandfather. A passing 
train whistled\ Young Howard 
threw down his armful of wood and 
headed for the railway tracks and 
years of adventure. 

Irwin joined up with a “buddy” 
in Buffalo, N.Y,, an together they 
started out to see the world. They 
visited 28 states before taking off 
for distant lands, In their travels 
they met many famous personall- 


ties, among them the Mexican Ban- 
dit leader, Pancho Villa; the late 


Jack London, famous writer of fic- 
i tion, and the late Mahatma Ghan- 
di. 

The two buddies had little mon- 
ey, but they worked at whatever 
| they could find along the way. Ir- 
win played the clarinet and his 


aged to obtain transportation by 
playing with the orchestfas of 
small steamers. 

They separated in Sydney, Aust- 
ralla, Irwin to go to Africa, and his 
buddy to take a trip as the mem- 
ber of a freighter crew. After visit- 
ing Africa, Irwin toured Europe, 
and the two friends met again in 
England in April 1912, Their fin- 
ancial condition was solvent at that 
time, and they booked passage on 
what was to be the final voyage of 
the ill-fated liner, the Titanic. 

Here fate came to Irwin's rescue, 
‘the night before the boat was to 
sail, he met a group of American 
college boys who were touring the 
country, and they set out together 
to “do” Southampton. All went well 
with the celebrators until they ven- 
tured down “The Gut”, known to 
sailors the world over as one of the 
toughest of streets. Here they be- 
came Iinvolyed in a general “free 
for-all” with a number of English 
sailors. 

During the melee, Irwin was hit on 
the head. When he regained con- 
sciousness, he was on board a boat 
boung for India, signed on as a Teg- 
ular crew member. He had been 
“shanghaled.” 

But Howard Irwin was not the 
type to let things bother him. So 
the turn of events did not worry 
him unduly. His trunks, containing 
his clarinet and all his clothing and 
souvenirs, were aboard the Titanic, 
but he assumed his buddy would 
take care of them, He did not know 
then how lucky he was. The Titanic 
struck an iceberg anq sank in one 
of the most spectacular shipping tra- 
gedies of all time. He never heard 
from his buddy again. 

After léarning of the sinking, he 
Jumped ship in Port Said, Egypt, 
and eventually stowed away on a 
boat bound for America. He return- 
ed to find that all his friends ebliev- 
ed that he had been lost at sea. 

But the adventure spirit was not 
dead in Irwin yet. In 1923, he team- 
ed up with another buddy, and the 
two set out to prospect for gold in 
the wild Yukon territory of Alaska. 

“We were equipped with dog 
teams, snow shoes and all the nec- 
essary equipment,” he recalled. “We 
camped at night in a smal] pup 
tent pitched on five feet of snow, 
which we covered with balsam bran- 
ches, We beddeq down in sleeping 
bags. , It was 60 degrees below zero, 
and when We woke up in he morn- 
ings, our beards and hoods would 
be covered with ice from our 
breath.” 

To this day, Irwin doesn't know 
whether he found any gold in Al- 
aska. “I thought I had found some- 
thing one day,” he will tell you,

“I believe the East Africa, and 
Kenya in particular, offers the 
spirit of democracy its last chance 
to show to the world that men of 
all races, colours, arid creeds, can 
live together in harmony. It is our 
Jast chance in this land to do this,” 
said the Rey. C. Richmond, Rector 
of Christ Church, Omemee, speak- 
ing at the Lindsay Rotary Club 
luncheon this week. 


Mr. Richmond was born and ed- 
ucated in England, and spent 16 
years as at Anglican missionary in 
Africa, His wife, who is an Am- 
erican, was a teacher in a girls’ 
schoo] in Africa. He is an excep- 
tionally fluent speaker, and he 
speaks from experience. He was 
introduced as guest speaker at the 
luncheon by Mr. N. Toland, Mana- 
ger of the Bank of Toronto, Ome- 
mee, 

The physical set up of Kenya 
was one of contrast, said Mr. Rich- 
mond, as he gave a most clear and 
concise outline of the geography and 
location of Kcnya. The country “is 
one of distinct contrast between the 
desert regions and the highest 
mountains in Africa, Kilimanjaro, 
which has snow on its peak all the 
year round. The people, said the 
speaker, lived as they lived in the 
days of the Pharoahs; they are 
nude or scantily clad. Again, many 
of the more advanced people dress 
like Europeans. Some are illiterate; 
others are highly educated. 
| “wiéve are three races in Kénya, 
the speaker continued, who have to 
live and work side by side; the Eur- 


African. “We, the Europeans, can 
show to the world, and to commu- 
nism that we are prepared to give 
equal rights in every realm of our 
life to all people”, he went on, “We 
have our last chance in Kenya to 
show to the world that we really be- 
lieve that tere is “equality of op- 
portunity” in the democratic way 
of life. I do not balieve in the col- 
our bar, or any other, but I do 
believe in the Culture Bar. ‘iron 
curtain’ of segregation. I have sat 
down to eat and rose up to play 
with educated Africans, who are 
gentlemen in our sense of the word. 
I have tried to teach the hard- 
hearted African the way of Christ- 
ian living, and his conservative way 
of life has held him so fast that it 
seemed useless to try and reform 
him. Racially I feel that we in 
East Africa can and will show to 
the world that our way of life is 
such that “all men are squals, and 
‘the opportunity is ours as individ- 
uals to prove our worth in given 
spheres of life." The Sout’ Afri- 
can attitude to her problems of 
race cannot be entertained in East 
Africa, for there we live in the 
Black man’s land, with the White 
Man's way of life. 

“T believe that this decade is ouf 
Jast chance in East Africa from the 
religious aspect of our way of life, 
Denominational bias must be for- 
gotten if the indigenious peoples 
are to understand that religions of 
our Christian standards and ethics 
are for all men, Anyone can wor- 
ship in the Nairobia Cathedral and 
you can sit side by side with Afri- 
can or Asian Christian. We in 
Kenya have frmed an inoterdeno- 
minational fellowship which exists 
in practice but which has no 
theory. Christian behavior to mo- 
tivate us. There are many miss- 
{ons and churches buf‘oneness” of 
purpose which excels our own party 
bias. The Africans must see this in 
us if they are to understand the 
truth of the real Christian Gospel. 
This ts our last chance in East Af- 
frica to show the Christian Church 
that we can live on equal terms 
with men of other colors. I have 
African {friends whom I respect in 
some regards far more than other 
European friends. Religiously this 
is our last chance to prove that 
Christian living can work. 

“Lastly; my thoughts are turned 
to the negative aspect of this last 
chance, If we fail, then what? That 
I believe in my opinion, will spell 
RUIN, Our own forefathers built up 
the prestige of our Colonial Em- 
Pire, if we fail Africa in as much 
that we segregate the Races, in re-

Egg Price Slump 
in The Offing? 


Egg prices are high in most parts 
of the country at present. But the 
thing that the chicken raisers want. 
to avoid may be just around the 
corner--a serious slump in prices. 

British Uniteq Press in a farm 
report says that “In the first place 
the number of chicks hatched this 
year in Canada is greater by far 
than it was last year. Thus, later 
in the year and early next year, 
when the new generation begins to 
produce, prices may tumble fur- 
ther than the normal seasonal 
drop. 

“There has been an overall in- 
crease in the poultry population of 
the country, too. During the last 
12 months the number of domestic 
fwl increased 16 per cent from 
slightly less than gl and a half mil- 
lion birds to more than 71 million 
ab present. 

“Turkeys increased five per cent, 
geese four per cent and increases 
in the chicken flocks made up the 
Test. 

“But for sme reason that nobody 
has bothered to explain, the duck 
Population decreased by four per 
cent during the year.”

Early Census Figures Show 


1951 Census data as to popula- 
tion in a few local towns and vil= 
lages has been made available by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
Lindsay is not included in the list 
of revised population figures sub- 
mitted. 

Among those places in the dis- 
trict for which population totals 
have been set down on a prelimin= 
ary basis are Bobcaygeon which 
has grown from 1,002 in 1941 to 
1,16g in 1951 and Uxbridge up from 
1,406 to 1,775. Other totals avyail- 
able are for towns and villages out- 
Side the district. 


Interesting among the outside 
totals is that of the village of 
Markham. It has grown from a 


community of 1,204 souls to one of 


1,593. Stouffville moved up still 
more in proportion, growing from 
1,253 to 1,685. Bancroft’s 1951 popu- 
lation ts recorded as 1,315, up from 
1,094 in 1941. Richmond Hill has 
nearly doubleq its citizenry, going 
from 1,345 to 2,137. Campbellford 
On the other hand, has been rela- 
tively static--3.203 now and 3,018 
in 1941. 

Perhaps the slightest variation 
in population recorded in the pre= 
liminary totals occurred at Bruce 
Mines where the population of 362 
in 1941 had climbed to 364 by 1951.

EDITORIALS 


CLARIFICATION IS CERTAINLY NEEDED 

There have been several complaints voiced re- 
cently concerning the new rent control regulations 
which are being introduced by the Province of On- 
tario. The complaints are not directed so much at 
the controls themselves as at their complicity .. . 
the fact being that the majority of people do not know 
where they stand in the light of the new orders. 
Tenants and landlords alike are completely at sea 
since, in the majority of cases, they can only guess 
at the interpretation of the new regulations, ; 

This situation should be remedied as quickly as 
possible and new rent controls clearly defined as they 
now apply. It is bad enough to be subject to controls 
but it is doubly bad to be subject to controls, the 
nature of which we are unable to define. 

Those affected by the new rent controls should 
be able to understand them easily and without re- 
course to counsel. There is ample evidence that the 
great majority of people so affected are in varying 
degrees of darkness as to how they stand under On- 
tario’s new regulations. Those in authority should 
see to it that the provincial rent controls are set forth 
in a simple, straightforward manner which anyone 
can understand. It is ridiculous to make such con- 
trols complicated—they should be fully interpreted. 
It is not becoming to governments to confuse the 


public.

MUSIC FOR SMALL FRY 
If you have trouble getting your 
small fry to practice music you 
might take a tip from Bernard Gab- 
riel of New York. 

Gabriel is a concert pianist and 
music teacher who specializes in 
making lessons in the piano and 
other instruments painless for the 
child. 

His theory is that if music is fun, 
the child learns more. His method of 
making it fun turns his Manhattan 
studio into a three-ring circus. 

His music, with as many as 25 
pupils participating, has all the es- 
sentials, such as musical clowns, 
sideshows, and acrobats. 

“Why,” says Gabriel, “I even dec- 
orate my studio in the circus 
theme.” 

An acrobat might be a small boy 
standing on his head as he sings. 
The sideshow might include a small 
girl, billed as “fat lady.” And the 
clown could be a small boy picking 
out a tune on the piano with his 
nose. 

Says the young music teacher — 
“Parents don't ming paying 10 dol- 
lars a lesson for this sort of thing. 
They know the child is getting over 
his hatred of practice. Music is 
sneaking up on him.” 

“Gabriel carries this “pleasure in 
practice” idea into individual les- 
sons too. 

The pupil often turns the tables 
on teacher—with teacher making 
some mistakes. 

The teacher explains, 
the child a chance to work off any 
hidden hostility he has toward me.” 

Gabriel is an old-hand now at 
pulling stunts for the benefit of a 
young pupil and his playmates. He's 
been known to stand on one foot 
as he runs through a Chopin num- 
ber, or lie on his back on the piano 
stool as with one hand he picks out 
a melody. 

The pupil also does his share. 
Gabriel usually blindfolds the child 
and then has him play a number. 

“This is fun,” says Gabriel. And 
it developes a child’s ability to find 
notes without looking.” 

Gabriel says that children should 
be rewarded occasionally for faith- 
ful practice. Sometimes he serves 
ice cream or cookies at the end of 
a good lesson. Some of his pupils 
boast special awards for so-called 
“athletic skill” at running scales. 

One youngster even wears a badge 
reading, “Doctor of the D-scale.” 

Sometimes Gabriel plays a mystery 
melody for his pupil. In turn, the 
child is supposed by the next lesson 
to know the name ofthe melody, its 
composer, and how to play it. - 

Gabriel explains:— “I tell the 
youngster to hum the tune to his 
parents, or his school teacher.” 
Gabriel chuckles as he adds, “I used 
to tell ‘em to call another piano 
player—President Truman—if they 
wanted. But I had to stop that.” 

Gabriel says, “one of my pupils 
actually tried. Even got as far as 
the White House with his call.”

Lawrence on that occasion stated 
that it was usual for the yield to 
go up at this time of the year, and 
therefore the percentage of butter 
fat per gallon of milk was apt to 
be lower.

showing 3.4 per cent, Silverwood’s 
3.35 per cent, Archer's 3.3 per cent, 
and Hutton’s 32 per cent, against 
the Government standarq require- 
ment of 3.25 per cent.

Case against Hydro 
Driver Dismissed 


In Police Court Wednesday 
several cases came before Magis- 
trate Philp, of Peterborough, for 
remand due to the counsel con- 
cerned being on vacation. Even the 
court stenographer was on vaca- 
tion. 

The whole of the morning session 
was taken up with the hearing of 
a case which arose from an acci- 
dent on No, 35 Highway, about one 
mile south of Powles Corners, on 
July 23rd last, in which a truck 
owned by the Fenelon Falls Hydro 
Electric Power Company, struck a 
telephone pole and overturned. The 
charge of driving without due care 
and attention, which had been pre- 
ferred against the driver of the 
truck, was dismissed by Magistrate 
Philp. 

According to the first witness 
heard, the driver of a truck laden 
with wooden slabs, which was pro- 
ceeding south ahead of the hydro 
truck, stated that he had pulled 
out to overtake an olq model car, 
when he noticed the hydro truck 
had also pulled out and was at the 
side of him. He stated that he did 
not hear any horn sounded. 

The driver of the hydro truck, 
and also his passenger, stateq’ that 
they were travelling about 30 miles 
an hour and haying sounded the 
horn, had pulled out to pass the 
truck laden with slabs, when the 
latter truck, unaccountably to them 


=-pulled over to the left side of the | 


road, foreing them into the ditch. 
The driver of the hydro truck 
further stated that he haq been 
unable to bring the truck back on 
to the roadway because of the slope 
of the shoulder into the ditch. He 
had also been unable to apply his 
brakes because there was a certain 
amount of dew still on the grass 
which made it slippery. Seeing 
that he was going to hit the pole, 
he endeavoured to drive the truck 
between the pole and the fence, 
but the equipment at the side of 
the truck caught and snapped off 
the telephone pole, and as a result 
of the impact the vehicle turned 
over on its side. . 
Two of the eight men in the hy- 
dro truck received injuries, but 
none of the injuries was serious.

Test in Town 
Predicts Bumper 
Crop in Ontario 


Toronto, Aug. 16, 
Ontario Department of Agriculture 
predicts that the hay and grain 
crops in the province this year will 
| be the largest on record. 

The Statistics Branch of the De- 
partment says that although a 
| large portion of the hay crop was 
| spoiled by rain, the quantity shows 
| an increase of 35 percent over last 
year. 

If the weather is favorable for 
the remainder of the season, the 
grain crop will be well over the 2u0- 
million bushel, mark of last year 
and may even succeed the record 
of 213-million bushels set in 1918 

Production of oats is about nine 
percent higher than last year. Fall 
wheat is far above the average 
yearly yield, although down from 
last year. 2 

The harvesting of most spring 
crops is under way with indications 
of higher yields in oats, barley and 
mixed grain. 


Canada Appoints 
German Ambassador 


For the first time in history Ca- 
nada has appointed a German am- 
bassador. 

The Honourable T. C. Davies took 
over Thursday as Canada’s official 
ambassador to the Federal Repub- 
lic of Germany. Davies has been 
Canadian minister to Bonn in a 
semi-diplomatic capacity since 
1950. 

Today marks the first resump- 
tion of diplomatic relations with 
Germany since the start of World 
| War Two. It also marks the first 
time diplomatic relations have been 
above consular rank.

A GREAT TEMPTATION 


The smooth new surface on Kent Street from top 
to bottom has been a boon to motor travel but it is 
apparently also becoming something of a temptation 
to those who like a burst of speed.

LAWS CANNOT ALWAYS 
PROTECT THE FOOLHARDY 


The drowning of five men in Lake Simcoe on 
July 22, and the near drowning of two others in the 
same party has prompted the coroner's jury to recom- 
mend to the Department of Transport that the goy- 
ernment license boat liver and that boat manufac- 
turers be required by law to mark the carrying capa- 
city of their boats on the hull. The accident that 
prompted this request was one in which seven adults 
crowded into a 16-foot motor boat powered by a 16-

a maximum of five persons and such was the over- 
crowding on this occasion that one of the men had 
to sit on the bow.

described the disaster as “landlubbers who went to 
their certain doom.” 
It is obvious that Dr. Lawson's appraisal of the 


mishap is as accurate as can be. But why it should 


become the duty of the government to protect the 
foolhardy from going to “their certain doom” is not 
so obvious. It is tragic that these five men died by 


drowning. ‘There was no need of it. Common sense 
would tell even the most amateur boatsman that seven 
in a five-man boat are two men too many. And when 
not one of the seven had even a superficial knowledge 
of the operation of an outboard motor, the wonder 


grows that any of the seven managed to live to an 
adult age. The bounds of human folly apparently are 
limitless. 


It would be wise to take all possible precautions 
against similar disasters, but it seems futile to call for 
legislation where common reason dismiss 
obyious dangers. Laws are designed for protection, 
but all too often the passing of a Jaw results in a relaxa- 
tion of natural caution and the promotion of a false 
sense of security. It Is not within the province of the 
law to assume the individual's responsibility for the 
preservation of his own life in all the situations that 
daily threaten him.—Belleville Intelligencer

The trouble 
is, would dogs be dogs without 
fleas? 


Tried and Proved 

There's been a lot of talk recently 
in the United States about whether 
tooth decay can be cut down by 
adding fluorine to the drinking 
water. Some say yes, it can and a 
few say no, it can’t. 

But let the Americans argue all 
they like, says housewives in Brant- 
ford, Ontario, As far as they’re 
concerned it’s a proven fact, 

Six years ago, Doctor William L. 
Hutton, Medical Officer of Health 
for Brantford, decided to try the 
experiment. He started adding one 
part fluorine to one million parts 
of water. It's to be a 10 year ex- 
periment with contro] communities 
of Sarnia and Stratford. 


The test has four more years to 
run but already the effects are 
showing up. Taking a group of 16- 
hundred children in Brantford; 
examinations in schools show that 
dental decay in Brantford has been 
cut down by 54 per cent. 

BBefore the experiment started 
in 1944, only five point 18 per cent 
of school children had perfect teeth, 
A comparable survey last year shows 
three times that number --almost 
16 per cent --have perfect teeth. 

Brantford mothers seem to be 
wholly convinced that fluorine is 
the coming thing to help bolster 
their children’s health and good 
looks.

Thing to do is haye your husband 
paint the drawers’ edges with thin 
shellac --sealing up the cracks, 
Then rub paraffin over the bottom 
edges and your drawers will slide 
freely forever.

REVOLTING JOURNALISM ! 

The news coverage of the unfortunate incident 
at Kirkfield by Ontario’s metropolitan dailies has dis- 
ed the majority of people who read the yarious 
wis and gazed at the pictures recording the in- 
cident. In the words of one critic the whole incident 
is an example of “revolting journalism” which .would 
not have been tolerated by any newspaper worthy of 
the name a few years 2go. 

No comment could be too caustic, or no criticiem 
too biting, in condemnation of this sort of news cov- 
erage. Has news become so hard to come by, or 
sensationalism so urgently needed, that reporters and 
cameramen must give full play to the actions of a 
man who is believed to be mentally disturbed?

full the pleasure of 2 wide, smooth main thorough- 
fare. Very few will deny as they drive over the street 
that it is a delightful experience after the old, rutted 


surface which was for so long identified with Lindsay's 
Kent Street. 

A remarkable improvement has been made to the 
Street where it links with Highway 7 at the western 
entrance to Lindsay. The curve down into the town 
has been greatly improved and the entrance would 
appear to haye been made safer and easier to nego- 
tiate. The gradient seems to have been lowered by 
filling and the swoop down into the town is now 
gentle and graceful. Actually, while a straighter en- 
trance from Highway 7 into Lindsay may have been 
desired by some, it is doubtful if there could have 
been much improvement made over what now exists. 

Allowing it is the trend to avoid severe curves 
at any pomt and particularly at the entrance to a 
town or city, no one could term the curve which brings 
traffic Ito Lindsay “severe” now that it has been 
revamped. And, had the curve been eliminated en- 
tirely or in greater part, Lindsay would have losi part 
of its identity with the motoring public. To the minds 
of many, the west entrance to Lindsay has always 
been a source of surprise and interest because of the 
abruptmess with which one leaves the country behind 
and enters the residential area of a bustling town. 

There may be those who would streamline things 
still further at this point to facilitate traffic but it is 
often well to have some deterrent to “break-neck” 
irivers. It should not be too much to ask any motorist 
to adjust their driving to accommodate the present 
curve which marks the western entrance to Lindsay. 


A GROWING PARKING PROBLEM 
NEEDS TO BE STUDIED NOW 

It is obyious to anyone who is out and about 
on Lindsay's streets at the height of the business day 
that the town is faced with a rapidly growing traffic 
problem. It might respectfully be suggested that au- 
thorities give this problem some immediate study be- 
fore it reaches the “out of control” stage. 

When parking meters were first introduced to 
Lindsay it was feared by some that they would drive 
motorists off the main street and injure trade. The 
reyerse seems to be working out: equally as many 
people use the main street, and the meters are claimed 
by many to facilitate the ability of anyone willing to 
pay for space to procure it in the metered area at 
more regular intervals. They appear to have served 
the purpose of overcoming long-term parking without 
chasing trade away. However, they have failed. as it 
Was apparent they should at the outset, to improve 
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OTHERS SAY 


HIGH COST OF GOVERNMMENT 
TOO OFTEN OVERLOOKED 

The high cost of living is a familiar subject of 
discussion these days. There is also the high cost of 
government—federal, provincial and municipal—but 
how often is it mentioned in private conversation? Sel- 
dom, indeed. Possibly if people had a more accurate 
record of what they pay in taxes to the three levels 
of government in a year they would have more to 
say on the subject. What needs to be done is to make 
people aware of the enormous governmental load they 
are carrying. This year it may represent 25 per cent 
of the value of the gross national product of the coun- 
try. In other words of every $1 of wealth produced 25 
cents will be collected and spent by the local and upper 
governments. 5 

In the course of its investigations this year the 
Senate Finance committee collected imformation on 
the revenues and expenditures of all municipalities, 
the provinces and the federal government in the fiscal 
year of 1950. The committee found that taxes and 
other sources provided them with $4,112,000,000, of 
which they spent $4.105,000,000. The total for the 
present year will certainly be higher on account of 
the new national defense bill amounting to $1,700,000- 
000. It is a reasonable assumption that the municipal, 
proyincial and federal governments will spend in ex- 
cess of $5.000,000,000 in the fiscal year 1951-52. 

Reducing this astronomical figure to 2 per capita 
basis for better understanding, it is equivalent to $357 
for each man, woman and child in the country. Wives 
and children do not pay taxes but the head of the 
house pays for them. If it were possible to make an 
accurate count of what a citizen with a medium m- 
come pays in direct and indirect taxes it might be 
found that the sum would be equal to what he paid 
for rent or for the family’s food bill in a year. 

The public seems to wish more rather than fewer 
governmental services and it will doubiless get them. 
But it is well to bear im mind that ther will mean 
that the high cost of government will go higher.

THE HABIT OF WALKING 

We have been reading about a man well up mm his 
seventies who enjoys remarkably good health He 
has not had as much as a cold in the last thircy 
years. He has a healthy appetite, active digestive or 
gans that do their work effectively. and never a sleep- 
Jess night. He is. as might be said, in the “pmk~ of 
condition at an age when most men are falterims. And 
he credits his physical fimess, his general all-round 
good health. to regular exercise. He makes ii a pomt 
to walk at least ten miles a day, ram or shime. A good 
brisk walk is his tonic. 

While ten miles a day is quite a piece of walking 
to do these busy days, there is a great deal to be said 
for the regular exercise routine. When a man of sefien- 
tary occupation finds his vitality low. the usual pro- 
cedure is to rush for a medicine bottle. swallow some 
pills or herbs. and sometimes, he will indulge in a 
little ight exercise with the use of mechanical pul 
Jeys and other devices. But these methods aré not 
nearly as effective im toning up the system as a regu- 
lar dose of just plain walking. 

The man who walks for any distance nowadays 
is regarded as a little queer or funny. Friends move 
over and make room for him im their cars: they give 
him a lift out of pity. Even the people in the country 
are losing the habit of walking. Two or three miles 
of a walk to school used to be thought nothing un- 
usual for a boy or girl, and they thrived on it, Now 
they wait for the schoo] bus to pick them up at the 
farm gate. 

We know more than one individual who believes 
thoroughly in the yalue of long walks as a safeguard 
for good health. One of these is a prominent Oshawa 
citizen who has made a cult of walking for most of 
his life, and his robust good health is to a large extent 
due to that habit. Perhaps more of us should cultivate 
the habit, and undoubtedly would if it were not so 
much easier to step on the starter than to siep out 
on the roads—Oshawa Times-Gazetie 


SPEAKING OF LUXURY 

A discussion has been going on in our correspon- 
dence columns as to whether union officials live in 
luxury. Such discussions are of necessity rather nebu- 
lous, since there does not seem to be any general 
agreement as to what luxury is. The man making $50 
a week probably thinks that the man making $100 
lives in luxury. But the man making $100 does not 
agree; he feels that he is, if anything, in straitened 
circumstances. Luxury, in his view, begins at $150. 
But he had better not suggest it to anybody who 
makes that much. : 

Arguments about luxury don’t get people very far 
until they have decided whether a car, for instance, is 
a luxury; whether smoking and drinking are luxuries; 
whether it is a luxury to take a lower berth on the 
train instead of an upper—or to take any berth at all 

This would make a useful controversy for the

months ago. sharply points the danger to American 
society of a loose, pragmatic attitude: 

“We have become Pragmatists on a monstrous 
scale, and are much closer than most people think 
to the world of Orwell's 1984 Where what ought io 
be is “honestly” mistaken for what is. The pragma- 
tist’s truth (which Gide hated more than anything else) 


has gradually come to see more true than fact. The 


mechanisms of propaganda grow constantly more 
powerful, and with them our capacities for self-fiat- 
tery and self-delusion. It is hard to see how, in the 
years that face us. young people will learn to think 
trathfully, rather than to think usefully or patriotic- 
ally. In such a world, we can be sure, there will be 
few demoralizers to combat the radio, “the newspaper, 
the communique the leafet These few may seem 
Merely decadent, and Gide himself the Broduct of a 
dead culture and leisure class. Yet Perhaps only these 
few demoralizers shall save us.” 

“To think truthfully rather than to think usefully 
or patriotically”: that is basic to life and civilization. 
Those who mistake use or national need for truth are 
self-flatterers and self-deluders, and preys to propa- 
ganda. They are eventually destroyers of truth and 
of those who seek and love truth—The Examiner.

Stolen Car Plunges Into Creek, 
Driver Gets Year For Actions 


An 18-year-old Lindsay man was 
found guilty in Lindsay Police 
Court Wednesday, of stealing a car. 
He was sentenceq to one year def- 
inite, and three months indetermin- 
ate in the Ontario Reformatory, to 
date from July 3ist, on which date 
the accused had been arrested. (AI- 
ter an accident to the car in ques- 
tion, the man had left town, and 
@ warrant was subsequently issued 
for his arrest. He was later picked 
up near Oakwood.) 


The case was brought by the 
Grown following the accident, in 
which the man and a girl friend 
escaped with nothing more than a 
soaking when the car plunged into 


Pigeon Creek near Pontypool, on }> 


July 12th last. The case was & 
lengthy one, with a number of wit- 
nesses being called to give evidence. 
The main point in dispute appeared 
to be the contention of the defence 
that the owner of the car, an uncle 
of the accused had given him per- 
mission to use it- According to the 
evidence given by the accused and 
his mother, it was alleged that the 
uncle had said on two occasions, 
“The car is in the yard; the ignition 
keys are in it, and the tank is full 
of gas.” The owner of the car denied 
ever using such words, and in fact, 
denied being present on one of the 
occasions on which it was alleged 
the words were said. 

There was also considerable div- 
ergence in the statements as to the 
time the theft of the car was re- 
ported to the police. According to 
Police Constable Mark, to whom the 
report was made, the time of the 
report wast 7.30, whereas the def- 
ence claimed that the report was not 
made to the police until later in 
the evening, after the car had been 
found by the Provincial Police and 
towed to a garage in Lindsay. Ref- 
erring to this point, Mr. I. E. Weld- 
on, counsel for the defendant, caus- 
ed some laughter when he stated: 
“The word of the police officer is no 
more dependable than that of a law- 


yer acting for his client. I am try-| 


ing to get this young man off. That 
is what I am being paid for. That 
is what he is paying me for. His 
evidence ‘is no better than that of 
the five other (defence witnesses). 
He is just as likely to be wrong as 
anyone else.” 


Magistrate Baxter, of Peterbor- 
ough, before whom the case was 
hheard, said that he thought it un- 
likely that the uncle would give per- 
mission to is nephew to use the 
car, knowing as he no doubt did, 
that the accused had recently been 
in trouble, and that the brother of 
the accused had recently smashed 
up his own car. 

Following the verdict of guilty, 
Crown Attorney Lorne Jordan, ad- 
vised the court that the accused had 
only recently been released after 
serving a séntence of six months for 
shopbreaking, After the magistrate 
had handed down the sentence, the 
Crown Attorney asked that a further 
charge of breaking out of the coun- 
ty jail be held over for one week. 
Defense Counsel suggesteq that the 
further charge be withdrawn, but 
Mr. Jordan would not agree to this. 

The magistrate agreed to the re- 
mand in custody for one one week.

Blight Is 
Menacing 
Fall Wheat 


Toronto, Aug. 23—(BUP) — The 
Ontario Agriculture Department 
warneg today that Central Ontario 
farmers face a possible ten million 
dollar Joss on fall wheat betause of 
blight. 

The Department said the Hessian 
fly caused the blight which has re- 
sulted in half a million dollars dam- 
age in Peel County alone. 

The Ontario wheat crop last year 
was valued at 47-million dollars, 
The Agriculture Department said 
today about half of the Fall wheat 
crop raised by farmers for stock 
feeding has been affected by the 
Hessian fly. The blight is the worst 
in the past 12 years, according to 
the officials. 

Farmers in south western Ontario 
have not suffered badly so far, the 
department said, with the bright 
mainly concentrated in Central On- 
tario. 

An Agriculture Department offic- 
ja] said, “This is quite a serious 
thing. Farmers cannot stand losses 
like this and it will certainly be 
reflected in the price of grain this 
winter and naturally will boost the 
price of beef and pork to the pub- 
lic. 

Se said oats, barley, rye and oth- 
er grains have escaped most of the 
blight.

Local Grain 
Crops Are 
Menaced Too 


Locally, rain has held up harvest- 
ing to some extent, but that is nob 
the whole story. Grain has been 
Standing stooked in the fields ar- 
ound Lindsay for two and three 
weeks. In’the good old days, one 
farmer said, it was the practice to 
draw the grain in as soon as it was 
ready and thresh it later on as ‘con- 
venient. Nowadays due to lack of 
farm help, the grain is threshed in 
the field, and most farmers em- 
ploy a thresher to came in to d 
the job. 

This year, threshing in this dis- 
trict has been held up because the 
cut crops have become soaked by 
the rain at intervals, and has had 
to be allowed to dry again Conse- 
quently, the threshers have a large 
back log of crops awaiting their at- 
tention, and if the rain fall con- 
tinues to be heavy some of the grain 
js likely to spoil before the thresh- 
ers can get around to it. .

Average Polio 
Year To Now 
Says Dept. 


Toronto, Aug. 24 —(BUP)—On- 
tario appeared headed for an av- 
erage polio year today with the 
health department reporting 575 
cases and 17 deaths. 

The Provincial Health Depart- 
ment said 80 per cent of the polio 
recorded so far this year 1s non- 
paralytic. The 1951 total to date 
is more than five times the total 
for this time last year, but last 
year was exceptionally light pollo 
season. 

Two years ago at this date there 
were 724 cases and 45 deaths. Health 
Department officials said today 152 
new cases were reported through- 
out Ontario during the past week. 
The worst hit area is York County 
where 57 per cent of last week's 
cases were reported. Other coun- 
ties where polio has struck include 
Carlton, Leeds, Grenville and Wel- 
land. 

One health authority said, “The 
total of 575 to date for this year 
appears to be about average, We're 
just about into the heart of the 
polio season now and the prospects 
are for an average year.”

Boy May Walk 
Despite Injury 


Twelve-year-old Albert Miller, of 
Toronto, who is in Peterborough Civ- 
ic Hospital, where he was rushed by 
ambulance on Monday, after he had 
fallen from a moving grader, is in 
fair condition, according to a state- 
ment of the attending surgeon. The 
doctor went on to say that the boy 
was Not in critical condition so far 
as life is concerned. (Earlier reports 
had given the boy's condition as 
critical.) 

The accident happened near Pon- 
typool, where the boy and his par- 
ents were spending their vacation. 
It is reported that the boy had hit- 
ched a ride on the grader with 
friends, that he had fallen from the 
vehicle ang that his legs had been 
caught under the machinery, 

The surgeon said that although 
the skin had been off all of his left 
leg, and from his right leg to the 
knee, no bones had been broken, 
nor were any of the vital nerves of 
muscles damaged. Operation on the 
boy, the doctor said, was a matter of 
cleaning the wounds, and sewing up 
skin. The boy had been given plasma 
and blood transfusions, ang then 
had in a cast. It was added that the 
treatment will probably take a long 
time, depending on the success of 
the skin grafting, but the doctors 
expect that the boy will be able to 
walk again !f no infection, or other 
setback is encountered. 

The boy is to be moved from Pet- 
erborough to the Hospital for Sick 
Children in Toronto, and it is ex- 
pected he will make the journey to- 
day.

For Cattle Deaths 


Sault Ste. Marie, Aug. 25, (BUP) 
—The ever voracious tent cater- 
pillars haye caused more than 
death to trees in the Sault Ste. 
Marie area following their invasion 
of the district this spring. 

Farmer Wray Stewart says the 
caterpillars have killed 16 head of 
prize beef cattle on his farm, Ve- 
terinarians say Prussic acid on the 
cherry leaves eaten by the prize 
cattle caused’ the death. 

They add that although there is 
a small percentage of the acid in 
normal cherry leaves the caterpil- 
lars had left the leaves coated with 
highly concentrated acid. 


No Driving Permit, 


Has $150 Accident, 
Brother Is Charged 


In the only case heard in Lindsay 
Police Court on Friday morning, 
the charge against a local man of 
allowing his 15-year-old brother 
to drive his car, knowing that he 
held no operator’s permit, was dis- 
missed. The case was a sequal to 
an accident which had occurred at 
the intersection of Colborne East 
and St, Peter Streets, on August 
7th, In which the car in question 
collided with another, vehicle, 
causing about $150 damages. 

According to Police Constable 
Eberts, who inyestigateq the acci- 
dent, the 15-year-old lad had told 
him when he arrived at the scene, 
that he had just driven his bro- 
ther to work at the Brake Shoe 
plant and was taking the car home. 
According to the evidence of the 
accused, and of his young brother, 
the lad had somehow obtained 
possession of the spare keys of the 
car, and he had hidden in the 
rumble seat when his brother drove 
back to work at the Brake Shoe 
plant, After his brother had enter- 
ed the plant, the young lad stated 
that he climbed out of his hiding 
place, and drove away from the 
plant with the idea of driving ar- 
ound the block, when he was in- 
volved in the accident, 

The older brother, the owner of 
the car, stated that the first he 
knew that his younger brother had 
been in the car was when the boy 
arrived at the plant and told him 
that the car had been in a collis- 
fon, and he had accompanied him 
back to the scene of the accident. 
Both denied the alleged statement 
to Constable Eberts. 

Magistrate Philp informed the 
accused that he was going to give 
him the benefit of the doubt and 
dismissed the case.

Dr. Roy F. Feemster, director 
of the Massachusetts Division 
of Communicable Diseases, said 
today you should consider your- 
self lucky. Because you'll never 
have it again. 

Almost everyone gets the virus 
infection some time before 
reaching 21, he said, and in al- 
most every case there is no 
outward sign of the disease. 

Dr. Feemster said that for 
every case of polio reported, 
another 150 comparatively 
harmless cases exist. 


Post's Founder 
Observes His 
94th Birthday 


Thursday was a particularly in- 
teresting day in the life of Mr. 
Geo. H. Wilson founder of the Lind- 
Say Daily Post. It was the anni- 
versary of his birth which occurred 
94 years ago. 


Mr. Wilson, handicapped. only 
by a slight cold, spent a very en- 
joyable day at his home where he 
was visited by many old friends 
made in the course of his long re- 
sidence in Lindsay. He also receiy- 
ed many messages of congratula- 
tion which added to his pleasure 
on the occasion. 

The veteran newspaper publisher 
first entered the field at Port Hope 
under the guidance of his father, 
He came to Lindsay when news- 
papers Were transient businesses 
and their future precarious. His 
application to the trade and his 
ability to sense the needs of the 
people made it possible for him to 
build a newspaper which has been 
a family journal in this district 
for over half a century. At first 
only a weekly paper was published 
but as the town grew and the need 
for more frequent advertising in- 
creased, a daily newspaper was 
launcheq in 1895 and the weekly 
dropped. Later years brought a de- 
mand for a weekly Post to serve 
the district and now both a dally 
and weekly newspaper are being 
published by the firm Mr. Wilson 
founded and which is now managed 
by his son, Mr, R. P. Wilson. 

Mr, Wilson’s advanced years have 
not diminished his interest in local 
and world affairs and he is a close 
follower of the news today,

Beaver Forsakes Bitter Bark 
For Tender Garden Cabbage 


Last week Mr. Rivers, of Kin- 
mount, discoyereq that seven large 
luscious cabbages had been stolen 
from his well kept garden along 
the banks of the Burnt River. The 
thief was a large beayer! 

As is well known, 2 conservation 
officer often has to be a detective, 
as well as an expert on fish and 
wild life, and on government and 
local regulations pertaining thereto. 
So it was quite in the line of busi- 
ness, therefore, that Conservation 
Officer Wally Scott, of Kinmount, 
was called to investigate the theft. 


it was obvious to Mr. Scott that the 
cutting and carrying away of the 
cabbages was the unmistakable work 
of a large beaver. 

While the food of the beaver is 
primarily the bark of poplar trees, 
and twigs of other small shrubs, 
they have a decided preference for 
some types of vegetables which they 
undoubtedly find more palatable 
than the bitter bark on which they 
usually feed. 

At one time almost extinct, beav- 
er have made a wonderful come- 
back in the Trent District through 
rigid law enforcement for their 
protection. Once again, almost every 
stream suitable for their habitation 
is populated by beaver colonies 
where they have constructed dams 
and erected houses. On larger 
streams with earthen banks where 
it is not practical to build dams, 
the beaver often excavate subter- 
ranean lodges under the banks. 

A beaver colony usually consists 
of the parent pair, their year old 
family and family of babies. While 
not too much is known of their act- 
ual family habits, it is believed that 
‘the two-year-olds are driven from: 
the beaver family each year by the 
old “Buck Beaver.” They must then 
be on their way, find life partners 
and establish new homes of their 
own. 

Quite apart from the value of it's 
fur, the beaver is looked on with 
fayour by conservation authorities 
because of its dam building, Al- 
though it is sometimes necessary 
because of flooding, to remove a 
beaver dam, in most cases the con- 
servation officer is glad to see wat- 
er conserved by these dams, espec- 
jally in low lying areas, since a res- 
ervoir is provided for use in forest 
fires, Again, fire creeping up on 
Swampland caused by such a dam 
will often burn itself out at that 
point.

With the Lindsay shops still full 
of tourists, it came as rather a 
shock to see the extended shelves 
of toys last week. Consulted by 
the Post, the manager of one of 
the stores stated that it has been 
found practical in recent years to 
begin displaying Christmas gifts to- 
wards the end of August.
